Herne  Bay  Urban  District— 

H.  J.  Norris,  Council  Offices,  Herne  Bay,  is  Inspector  under  the 
Petroleum  Acts,  Inspector  of  Public  Fighting,  and  the  officer  for  carry- 
ing out  the  Rats  and  Mice  Destruction  Act. 

When  the  alteration  in  the  District  took  place  on  the  1 st  April, 
1934,  as  a result  of  the  Review  of  County  Districts  the  staff  of  the 
Health  Department  was  increased  by  a junior  clerk  being  appointed  to 
work  in  the  office  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  the  appointment  of  a 
man  to  devote  his  whole  time  to  assisting  the  Sanitary  Inspector  in 
carrying  out  disinfection,  etc.,  etc.  I he  junior  clerk  having  resigned,  his 
place  was  taken  in  November  by  a lady  junior  clerk. 

Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter’s  Urban  District— 

W.  Shaw,  Pierremont  Hall,  Broadstairs,  is  Inspector  under  the  P ood 
and  Drugs  Acts  and  the  officer  for  carrying  out  the  Rats  and  Mice 
Destruction  Act.  (Resigned  on  3 I st  December,  1935). 

In  view  of  the  increase  in  the  work  of  the  Health  Department  the 
Council  decided  to  give  the  Sanitary  Inspector  an  assistant  in  his  office, 
at  a commencing  salary  of  £1  per  week,  the  question  of  increment  to  be 
considered  subject  to  one  year’s  approved  service,  the  appointment  to 
take  effect  as  from  the  1 1th  February,  1935. 

Bridge-Blean  Rural  District — 

H.  K.  Blundell,  B.Sc.,  Bridge,  near  Canterbury,  is  Superintendent 
of  the  Sanatorium;  Engineer  to  the  Harbledown  Sewerage  Works  and 
the  Hersden  Sewerage  Works;  the  officer  for  carrying  out  the  Rats  and 
Mice  Destruction  Act;  and  he  superintends  the  refuse  removal  and  the 
work  of  cleansing  the  cesspools. 

When  the  Bridge-Blean  Rural  District  was  formed  and  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  and  Building  Surveyor  of  the  Bridge  Rural  District  was 
appointed  Sanitary  Inspector,  the  Council  resolved  to  give  him  an 
assistant,  and  an  Assistant  Sanitary  Inspector  was  duly  advertised  for 
and  appointed  on  the  26th  July,  1934,  at  a salary  of  £150  per  annum. 
On  the  21st  January,  1935,  he  met  with  a motor  accident  when  driving 
his  own  car  in  the  performance  of  his  duty.  On  the  25th  March,  as  he 
was  still  unfit  for  duty,  a temporary  Assistant  Sanitary  Inspector  (Mr. 
J.  C.  Sharpe)  was  appointed  at  the  same  salary:  as  the  former  resigned 
on  the  0 1st  July,  the  latter  was  appointed  permanently,  the  appointment 
to  take  effect  as  from  the  1st  August,  1935,  at  the  same  salary.

STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 


I he  East  Kent  (No.  I ) United  District  was  formed  by  an  Order 
of  the  Minister  of  Health,  dated  26th  May,  1920;  and  by  an  Order  of 
the  Minister  of  Health  dated  2nd  March,  1934,  the  Bridge-Blean  Rural 
District,  which  came  into  existence  on  the  1st  April,  1934,  was  sub- 
stituted for  the  Rural  District  of  Blean  as  a constituent  Authority  of 
the  United  LVstnct;  then  by  an  Order  of  the-  Minister  of  Health  dated 
the  21st  February,  1935,  the  Isle  of  T hanet  Rural  District  ceased  to  exist, 
and  in  consequence  the  United  District  was  correspondingly  reduced  in 
size  and  population.

CHIEF  OCCUPATION  OF  INHABITANTS. 

A large  percentage  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  two  Urban  Districts 
may  be  described  as  private  residents.  There  are  many  private  Board- 
ing Schools  and  Convalescent  Homes  in  these  two  Districts.  Many 
of  the  inhabitants  are  employed  in  hotels,  boarding-houses  and  lodging 
houses,  or  are  engaged  in  occupations  connected  with  the  stay  in  these 
Districts  of  the  numerous  visitors;  and  some  are  engaged  in  fishing  and 
work  connected  with  the  sea. 

In  the  Rural  District  many  of  the  inhabitants  are  engaged  Jin 
agricultural  pursuits;  there  is  also  a Colliery  .situated  in  the  Parish  of 
Westbere,  where  some  1,350  men  are  employed;  some  of  these  men 
live  in  the  neighbouring  towns  of  Canterbury  and  Ramsgate,  and  others 
in  the  adjoining  villages,  but  about  400  have  their  homes  in  the  colliery 
village  of  Hersden.  There  is  also  a Paper  Mill  at  Chartham  where  some 
122  people  work;  an  d th  e ,sm  all  village  of  Woollage  in  the  vicinity 
of  Womenswold  is  inhabited  entirely  by  miners  who  work  at  the  Snow- 
down  Pit.  The  Mental  Hospital  at  Chartham  accommodates  1,500 
patients  and  about  1 50  members  of  the  staff.

Laboratory  Facilities. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  laboratory  facilities;  nearly  all 
bacteriological  work  connected  with  the  United  District  is  carried  out  at 
the  County  Laboratory,  Sessions  House,  Maidstone,  free  of  charge,  out- 
fits being  supplied  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  blealth  and  to  medical 
practitioners  in  order  that  they  may  send  specimen?  to  the  Laboratory 
for  examination.  Some  work  in  connection  with  the  Crole  Wyndham 
Convalescent  blome  at  Herne  Bay  is  carried  out  at  the  Kent  and 
Canterbury  Hospital. 


AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

(a)  Infectious  Cases. 

The  Herne  Bay  and  Whi'tstable  Joint  Hospital  Committee,  at  a 
meeting  on  the  13th  June,  1934,  entered  into  an  arrangement  with  the 
Whitstable  and  District  Ambulance  Committee  for  the  remov  al  of 
patients  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  from  both  Districts. 

The  Isle  of  Thane't  Joint  Hospital  Board  possess  a motor  ambulance, 
which  is  housed  at  the  Flospital,  and  in  it  patients  are  removed  from  the 
Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter’s  Urban  District,  and  from  the  Boroughs  of 
Margate  and  Ramsgate.  It  was  provided  in  1921. 

1 he  Bridge-Blean  Rural  District  Council  have  an  arrangement 
whereby  they  hire  a motor  ambulance  belonging  to  the  Eastry  Rural 
District  Council  for  the  removal  of  patients. 

(b)  Non-Infectious  Cases. 

In  the  H erne  Bay  Urban  District  the  ambulance  service  is  provided 
by  a Division  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade,  who  maintain  the 
motor  ambulance,  the  Urban  District  Council  making  an  annual  grant 
towards  the  fund. 

I he  ambulance  service  in  the  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter’s  Urban 
District  is  provided  by  the  British  Red  Cros?  Society.  There  are  three 
ambulances,  which  are  in  the  custody  of  the  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter’s 
Ambulance  Corp,  Kent  V.A.D.39,  the  Urban  District  Council  providing 
the  headquarters  room  and  a garage  in  the  fire  Station  Yard. 

In  the  Bridge-Blean  Rural  District  the  ambulance  of  the  Kent 
and  Canterbury  Hospital  is  used  for  non-infectious  case?  there  is  also 
an  ambulance  at  the  Chislet  Colliery  for  the  use  of  the  workmen  there; 
and  the  motor  ambulance  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade,  Herne 
Bay  Division  is  available. 

NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

PIerne  Bay  Urban  District. 

The  District  Nursing  Association  provides  a District  (Queen’s) 
Nurse. 
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Broadstairs  & St.  Peter’s  Urban  District. 

A District  Nurse  works  in  the  Parishes  of  St.  Peters’  and  Broad- 
stairs, her  salary  being  paid  by  a Committee  of  the  Broadstairs  and  St. 
Peter’s  United  Christian  Council  of  Social  Service,  who  are  responsible 
for  raising  a fund  for  the  purpose.  This  Nurse  acts  as  part-time  School 
Nurse  for  the  St.  Peter’s  C/E  and  Reading  Street  C/E  Schools,  and  also 
helps  at  the  Mothercraft  Club. 

Bridge-Blean  Rural  District. 

Chislet  and  Hoath. — - 1 here  is  a District  Nurse  working  in  these  two 
Parishes  under  a local  association  affiliated  to  the  Kent  County  Nursing 
Association.  She  also  works  in  the  Parish  of  Reculver  which  is  situated 
in  the  Herne  Bay  Urban  District. 

Sturry. — A District  Nurse  works  in  the  Parishes  of  Sturry,  Fordwich 
and  Westbere,  under  the  auspices  of  a Nursing  Association  affiliated 
to  the  County  Association. 

Blean.- — A District  Nurse  employed  by  a local  association  which  is 
affiliated  to  the  County  Association  works  in  the  Parish  of  Harbledown, 
and  also  in  the  Parishes  of  Blean  and  St.  Stephen’s. 

Bishopsbourne,  Bridge,  Patrixbourne  and  Bekesbourne. — A District 
Nurse  employed  by  a local  association  which  is  affiliated  to  the  County 
Association  works  in  these  Parishes. 

Littlebourne,  Ickham  and  Wickham. — There  is  a District  Nurse 
working  in  these  three  Parishes  under  a local  association  affiliated  to  the 
Kent  County  Nursing  Association. 

Adisham,  Nonington,  Goodnestone  and  Chillenden  and  Knowlton. 
— A District  Nurse  works  in  these  Parishes  under  a local  association 
affiliated  to  the  Kent  County  Nursing  Association. 

Upper  and  Lower  Idardres* — A District  Nurse  works  in  these 
Parishes  under  a local  association  affiliated  to  the  Kent  County  Nursing 
Association,  and  also  in  'the  Parish  of  Stelling. 

CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 

School  Dental  Clinic. 

At  Herne  Bay  a School  Dental  Clinic  is  held  at  the  Parochial 
Institute  each  Wednesday  from  9.30  a.m.  until  4 p.m.  There  is  also  a 
Gas  Dental  Clinic  in  connection  with  the  various  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Centres  in  and  around  the  Isle  of  Thanet,  held  at  Herne  Bay 
on  alternate  Fridays,  from  9.30  a.m.  until  4.0  p.m.,  where  women  and 
infants  receive  treatment. 

In  the  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter’s  Urban  District  a School  Dental 
Clinic  is  held  at  'the  Mothercraft  Club,  St.  Peter’s  Road,  Broadstairs, 
where  the  School  Dental  Surgeon  attends  each  Monday  from  9.15  a.m. 
until  3.45  p.m.  and  there  is  also  an  extra  session  from  9. 1 5 to  11  .45  a.m. 
each  d uegday  morning. 

In  the  Bridge-Blean  Rural  District  a School  Dental  Clinic  is  held  at 
10  a.m.  every  Tuesday  at  No.  1 I,  Longport  Street,  Canterbury.  This 
clinic  serves  the  surrounding  district. 


Ophthalmic  Clinic. 

I he  School  Oculist  holds  an  Ophthalmic  Clinic  from  time  to  time  at 
the  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter’s  Mothercraf't  Club,  St.  Peter’s  Road, 
Broadstairs. 

Orthopedic  Clinic. 

Th  is  is  held  in  the  schoolroom  of  the  Wesleyan  Methodist  Church 
in  \ ork  Street,  Broadstairs,  and  is  open  every  Tuesday  morning  at  I 1 .30. 
Mr.  A.  L.  Moreton,  M.S.,  F.R.C.S.,  Medical  Superintendent  of  the 
Alexander  Hospital,  Swanley,  where  patients  requiring  hospital  treat- 
ment are  sent,  attends  on  the  first  and  third  Iussday  in  each  month. 
This  Clinic  is  available  for  the  treatment  of  orthopaedic  cases  in  the 
whole  of  the  hsle  of  Thanet. 

Cancer  Clinic. 

1 he  County  Council  have  established  a clinic  for  Cancer  at  the  West 
Kent  General  Hospital,  Maidstone,  where  Radium  is  provided.  The 
clinic  is  open  to  persons  in  the  C ounty  of  Kent.  Patients  are  received 
on  Wednesdays  at  noon.  1 he  Radium  Clinic  i.s  affiliated  'to  the  British 
Empire  Cancer  Campaign.  There  is  also  an  efficient  Radium  Clinic  at 
the  Royal  Victoria  Hospital,  Folkestone,  and  Clinics  have  been 
established  at  Rochester  and  Tunbridge  Wells.  A fund  is  being  raised 
to  establish  one  at  Canterbury.

Joint  Hospital. 


It  is  the  duty  of  the  County  Council,  in  accordance  with  Section 
63  oi  the  Local  Government  Act,  1 929,  to  make  a .survey  of  the  hos- 
pital accommodation  for  the  treatment  of  infectious  disease  provided 
within  the  County,  after  which  they  are  required  to  prepare  a scheme 
for  the  provision  of  adequate  hospital  accommodation  and  submit  it  to 
the  Minister  of  Health  for  his  approval.  In  accordance  with  this  the 
County  Medical  Officer  prepared  special  reports  dated  the  1st  January, 
i 932,  and  the  1 2th  Januar}^,  I 933.  He  advised  that  the  Herne  Bay 
Urban  District  Council  s Isolation  Hospital  should  be  closed,  and  that 
m the  case  of  the  Blean  Hospital,  a Joint  Board  should  be  formed 

^ Acting  in  accordance  with  these  suggestions,  at  a meeting  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  of  the  Herne  Bay  Urban  District  Council  held 
on  the  1 bth  Marcn,  1934,  it  was  resolved  to  recommend  the  District 
Council  to  close  the  Sea  Street  Hospital  (which  had  been  m use  since 
1 892  ) , at  the  end  of  the  month,  and  to  transfer  the  Assistant  Nurse  to 
the  Isolation  Hospital  of  the  Blean  Rural  District  Council  in  April. 

On  the  same  day  a meeting  of  the  delegates  of  the  Herne  Bay  and 
Whitstable  Urban  District  Councils  was  held;  when  it  was  resolved  that 
the  Council  ot  each  District  should  be  recommended  to  form  a Joint 
Hospital  Committee  consisting  of  four  members  of  each  of  the  two 
Councils,  to  administer  what  was  formerly  the  Blean  Rural  District 
Council’s  Isolation  Hospital,  to  be  called  “The  Herne  Bay  and  Whit- 
stable Joint  Isolation  Hospital,”  the  expenses  to  be  shared  equally  by  the 
two  Authorities,  and  cases  of  infectious  diseases  occurring  in  the  two 
Districts  to  be  admitted  to  this  Hospital.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
of  the  Herne  Bay  Urban  District  was  asked  to  attend  meetings  of  the 
Joint  Committee  to  give  advice  if  and  when  required. 
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At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Committee,  on  the  12th  April,  1934,  it 
was  resolved  to  appoint  Thomas  A.  Clarke,  M.D.,  F.R.C.S.Ed.,  as  Ear, 
Nose  and  1 hroat  Surgeon,  and  to  pay  him  a retaining  fee.  At  this 
meeting  James  Rowland  Hamerton,  M.B.,  B.S.Lond.,  was  appointed 
Medical  Officer. 

It  was  also  resolved  that  as  regards  the  admission  of  patients, 
arrangements  should  be  made  through  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for 
each  District,  or  in  his  absence  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  Hospital,  which  is  built  of  brick  and  slate,  is  in  an  isolated 
position,  situated  about  one  mile  from  Herne  Bay,  and  is  erected  on  a 
piece  of  land  about  three  acres  in  extent.  There  is  accommodation  for 
1 6 patients  in  three  separate  ward  blocks,  allowing  1 44  square  feet  floor 
space  per  patient;  there  is  also  a laundry  and  an  administration  block. 
1 he  Nursing  staff  consists  of  a Matron,  Sister  and  Five  Assistant 
Nurses. 

Wat  er  is  obtained  from  the  supply  of  the  Herne  Bay  Water  Com- 
pany. 1 he  Hospital  is  connected  with  the  main  of  the  Herne  Bay  Gas 
Company.  It  is  not  connected  with  the  sewer,  but  is  drained  to  cess- 
pools. 

In  the  Autumn  of  1934,  the  Joint  Committee  decided  to  alter  and 
equip  the  Enteric  Block,  and  the  work  was  commenced  at  the  beginning 
of  1935.  One  pail  closet  was  replaced  by  a w.c.,  a fixed  bath  was  fitted 
also  fixed  lavatory  basins,  a boiler  with  hot  water  system  and  gas 
radiators.  Also  in  the  Autumn  of  I 934  a large  quantity  of  bedding  and 
other  articles  from  the  H erne  Bay  Isolation  Hospital  which  had  been 
closed,  were  purchased  by  the  Joint  Committee  for  the  sum  of  £70. 

At  the  beginning  of  1935,  the  Kent  and  Canterbury  Hospital  Com- 
mittee agreed  to  pay  the  sum  of  one  guinea  a week  per  patient  for  any 
cases  admitted  to  the  Hospital  from  the  Crole  Wyndham  Convalescent 
Home;  and  the  Joint  Committee  decided  that  they  would  enter  into 
an  agreement  with  the  County  Council  to  admit  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever 
and  Puerperal  Pyrexia  for  treatment. 

During  the  year  the  paths  were  levelled  and  tarred. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of  beds  in  this  Hospital  is  inadequate 
for  the  needs  of  the  district,  provided  that  the  scale  of  one  bed  per  1 ,000 
of  the  population,  which  has  hitherto  been  required  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  , is  adhered  to.  The  population  to  be  served  by  this  Hospital  is:

It  is  of  course  very  necessary  that  the  Hospital  should  be  connected 
with  the  sewer,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  a sewer  will  be  extended  as  far 
as  the  Hospital  in  the  near  future. 

1 he  expenses  of  the  Joint  Hospital  have  bean  shared  equally  by 
the  Councils  of  the  two  Districts;  but  the  matter  having  been  considered 
by  the  Joint  Committee  the  following  recommendation  was  made,  which 
has  been  adopted  by  the  two  Councils: — 

“ That  for  three  years  from  the  1st  April,  1936,  the  expendi- 
ture shall  be  met  on  the  proportionate  basis  of  the  population  of 

the  two  Constituent  Authorities  according  to  the  population  figures 

as  determined  by  the  Registrar  General  each  year,  provided  that 
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no  variation  should  be  made  in  the  present  equal  amounts  paid  by 
the  Constituent  Authorities  unle.ss  and  until  there  is  a difference  of 
at  least  500  in  the  population  figures  for  Herne  Bay  and  Whitstable 
respectively.” 

It  is  estimated  for  the  financial  year  commencing  1st  April,  1936, 
that  the  cost  will  be  £1,200  for  each  District.

The  Hospital  is  situated  in  the  Borough  of  Ramsgate,  and  is  about 
two  miles  from  the  centres  of  the  towns  of  Margate  and  Broadstairs. 
The  Nursing  Staff  consists  or  one  Matron,  one  Assistant  Matron,  5 
Sisters,  2 Assistant  Nurses  and  1 2 Probationers.  The  Nursing  Staff’  is 
increased  temporarily  when  necessary. 

Patients  suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Typhoid  Fever, 
Cerebrospinal  Meningitis,  Typhus  or  allied  diseases  are  admitted,  and 
also  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

The  building,  which  was  erected  at  the  beginning  of  the  century, 
the  foundation  stone  being  laid  on  the  29th  October,  1900,  consists  of 
an  administration  block,  two  ward  blocks  for  Scarlet  Fever,  one  block 
for  Typhoid  Fever,  and  one  for  Diphtheria;  a cubicle  block  with  eight 
beds,  three  ^small  huts,  and  an  observation  block,  providing  accommoda- 
tion for  about  I 00  patients,  together  with  the  necessary  staff.  There  is 
a discharge  block,  also  porter’s  lodge,  steam  disinfector,  laundry, 

mortuary,  ambulance  station,  etc.,  the  whole  standing  on  about  ten  acres 
or  land. 


building  is  constructed  of  brick  and  tiles  and  is  in  good  order. 
Gas  is  supplied  by  the  Broadstairs  Gas  Company;  electricity  from  the 
mam  of  the  Ramsgate  and  District  Electricity  Supply  Company,  Ltd.- 
water  is  obtained  from  the  supply  of  the  Broadstairs  and  S't.  Peter’s 
Urban  District  Council,  and  also  from  a deep  well  in  the  grounds  The 
Hospital  is  connected  with  the  sewer  of  the  Ramsgate  Corporation. 


There  are  four  acres  of  land  adjoining  the  Hospital  belonging  to  the 
Board.  On  this  land  is  situated  a bungalow  in  which  the  Medical  Officer 
lives.  He  devotes  the  whole  of  his  time  to  the  duties  of  his  office  He 
is  empowered  to  employ  Consultants  when  necessary.  The  name  of  the 
Medical  Officer  is  Ernest  Harding-Freeland,  F.R.C.S  Eng

provision  of  Isolation  Hospital  accommodation,  which  it  is  the  duty  of 
the  County  Council  to  prepare  under  Section  63  of  the  Local  Govern- 
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ment  Act,  1929,  provide^  that  the  Isolation  Hospital  of  the  Eastry  Rurai 
District  Council,  which  now  has  accommodation  for  22  patients  in  two 
blocks,  should  be  enlarged  so  as  to  take  in  patients  from  the  Eastry  Rural 
District,  Bridge-Blean  Rural  District,  Sandwich  Borough,  Deal  Borough 
and  Walmer  Urban  District. 

The  Bridge-Blean  Rural  District  Council  came  to  an  agreement  with 
the  Eastry  Rural  District  Council  in  order  that  that  Council  might  pro- 
vide accommodation  for  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  occurring  in 
the  Bridge-Blean  Rural  District  in  theirlsolation  Hospital  at  Eastry  or  else- 
where, so  as  to  enable  the  Bridge-Blean  Rural  District  Council  to  close 
their  Isolation  Hospital  at  Bekesbourne.  The  last  case  treated  in  that 
Institution  was  admitted  on  the  22nd  July  and  discharged  on  the  2nd 
September. 

On  the  7th  December,  1 934,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  attended 
a conference  called  by  the  Kent  County  Council,  at  the  Sessions  House, 
Maidstone,  when  the  question  of  the  Isolation  Hospital  accommodation 
in  East  Kent  was  considered;  the  Bridge-Blean  Rural  District  Council 
were  then  anxious  that  arrangements  should  be  made  with  regard  to  the 
future  as  they  wished  to  close  their  Isolation  Hospital  at  Bekesbourne  in 
order  to  convert  it  into  Council  Offices. 

On  31st  May,  1935,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  attended 
another  conference,  called  by  the  Eastry  Rural  District  Council  at  The 
Guildhall,  Sandwich,  and  representatives  attended  from  the  Borough  of 
Sandwich,  the  Borough  of  Deal,  the  Rural  Districts  of  Eastry  and  Bridge- 
Blean,  and  of  the  County  Council.  It  was  suggested  that  a Joint  Com- 
mittee consisting  of  representatives  of  the  four  Authorities  should  be 
formed  to  manage  the  Eastry  Isolation  Hospital,  which  was  to  be 
enlarged. 

1 hen  on  3rd  July  another  conference  was  held  at  Sandwich,  when 
it  was  decided  that  a Joint  Committee  of  1 5 should  be  formed — -Deal 
6 members,  Eastry  4 member^,  Bridge-Blean  4 members,  and  Sandwich 
1 member. 

On  the  2 1 st  February,  1 936,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  attended 
another  conference,  the  same  authorities  were  represented,  and  it  was 
suggested  that  as  the  view  formerly  held  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  with 
regard  to  the  basis  of  accommodation  of  one  bed  per  1 ,000  of  the  popu- 
lation, not  being  now  considered  necessary,  it  would  not  be  advisable  to 
enlarge  the  Hospital  of  the  Eastry  Rural  District  Council,  but  that  in  the 
event  of  the  Hospital  being  full  at  any  time,  then  cases  could  be  admitted 
to  the  Hospital  of  the  Dover  Borough. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  expense  of  isolation  hospital  accommoda- 
tion for  the  year  commencing  1st  April,  1936,  will  be  £900  for  the 
Bridge-Blean  Rural  District.

i here  is  a Hospital  consisting  of  a corrugated  iron  building,  con- 
taining 1 6 beds,  allowing  1 44  square  feet  floor  space  per  patient,  which 
is  provided  for  the  whole  of  the  Isle  of  Fhanet,  and  managed  by  the 
Joint  Hospital  Board.  It  is  situated  in  the  Borough  of  Ramsgate  and 
in  close  proximity  to  the  Joint  Isolation  Hospital,  being  separated  from 
it  by  the  disused  Southern  Railway  line.  It  is  close  to  the  main  Rams- 
gate-Margate  Road,  and  the  population  of  'the  area  surrounding  it  is 
steadily  increasing.  1 wo  caretakers — -a  man  and  wife — live  in  the 
Hospital,  and  a trained  Nurse  on  the  staff  of  the  Isolation  Hospital  is 
available  at  all  times.  The  Medical  Officer  of  the  Isolation  Hospital 
attends  the  patients. 

GENERAL  HOSPITALS. 

There  is  only  one  voluntary  hospital  .situated  in  the  United  District 
for  dealing  with  cases  of  illness  and  accident,  and  that  is  the  Queen 
Victoria  Memorial  Hospital  at  Herne  Bay.  Patients  from  the  United 
District  attend  the  Kent  and  Canterbury  Hospital,  'the  Ramsgate  General 
Hospital  and  the  Margate  and  District  General  Hospital.  Patients 
suff  ering  from  disease  o f the  ear,  eye,  nose  and  throat  receive  treatment 
at  the  Kent  County  Ophthalmic  Hospital,  Maidstone.  Number  of  beds: 
Herne  Bay  Hospital — 20  beds  and  one  cot;  Kent  and  Canterbury  Hos- 
pital— 13  7;  and  the  Ramsgate  and  Margate  Hospitals — 100  beds  each. 

1 he  Foundation  Stone  of  the  new  Herns  Bay  Hospital  was  laid 
by  Mrs.  Alexander  Dence  on  the  26th  September.  I he  proposed  new 
Hospital  is  planned  on  the  bungalow  principle  and  will  accommodate  34 
beds  for  patients.  In  the  centre  will  be  placed  the  Administration 
Block  and  main  entrance.  It  will  be  provided  with  medical  and 
surgical  wards,  and  a small  ward  with  six  beds  for  children.  There  will 
be  a Casualty  Block,  also  an  X-ray  Department,  Operating  Theatre 
Block  with  the  usual  accessories,  and  Central  Heating.  Ventilation  will 
be  by  special  pattern  hospital  windows. 

TUBERCULOSIS  SANATORIA. 

There  is  no  institution  situated  in  the  United  District  for  the 
residential  treatment  of  1 uberculosis  provided  by  Local  Authorities  or 
the  County  Council,  but  there  is  a Sanatorium  which  was  built  and  is 
maintained  by  the  County  Council  a't  Lenham,  in  mid-Kent,  having 
accommodation  for  165  patients  (90  Male  and  75  Female).  Catses  of 
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Tuberculosis  occurring  in  the  County  are  also  admitted  to  the  Grosvenc^ 
Sanatorium,  near  Ashford,  where  40  beds  are  available,  and  to  the 
Keycol  Hill  Sanatorium,  near  Sittingbourne,  where  40  beds  are  available 
for  advanced  pulmonary  cases.  1 he  large  majority  of  patients  suffering 
from  tuberculosis  of  bones  and  joints,  as  well  as  other  cases  of  surgical 
1 uberculosis  are  admitted  for  treatment  at  the  Royal  Sea  Bathing 
Hospital,  Margate,  where  40  beds  are  available. 

1 he  following  Sanatoria  and  residential  institutions  approved  by 
the  Minister  of  Health  foi  the  treatment  of  persons  suffering  from 
Tuberculosis  are  situated  in  the  district:

I he  Old  Manor  House,  Crow  Hill,  Broadstairs  (for  “ intermediate” 
and  afebrile  cases  of  pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in  adult  females 
only ) .

TUBERCULOSIS  AFTERCARE. 

In  F ebruary,  1933  the  Herne  Bay  and  District  Tuberculosis  Care 
Committee  was  formed  under  the  auspices  of  the  Kent  Council  of  Social 
Service.  Since  then  this  work  has  gradually  increased  in  scope  and 
effectiveness.  1 he  successful  handling  of  Tuberculosis  throughout  the 
community  involves  something  more  than  medical  treatment.  To 
develop  the  official  services  fully  the  support  of  voluntary  effort  and 
enthusiasm  is  needed,  in  order  to  ensure  that  cases  needing  Sanatorium 
treatment  are  not  prevented  from  receiving  it  through  surmountable 
domestic  difficulties,  and  that  'the  good  effect  of  the  Sanatorium  treat- 
ment is  not  lost  through  the  patients  returning  to  unfavourable  home 
conditions. 


MATERNITY  AND  NURSING  HOMES. 

Nursing  Homes  (Registration)  Act,  192  7. 

This  Act  came  into  force  on  the  1st  July,  1928.  All  the  powers 
and  duties  under  the  Act  were  transferred  by  the  County  Council  to  two 
of  the  three  District  Councils. 

During  the  year  1935,  in  the  H erne  Bay  Urban  District,  four 
applications  were  received  in  respect  of  houses  for  registration  under  the 
above  Act,  these  were  acceded  to,  so  that  at  the  end  of  the  year  there 
were  seven  Nursing  Homes  in  the  District. 
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In  the  Broads'tairs  and  St.  Peter  s Urban  District  one  application 
was  received,  and  the  house  registered  under  the  above  Act,  and  one 
Nursing  Home  ceased  to  exist,  so  that  at  the  end  of  the  year  twelve 
Nursing  Plomes  were  on  the  Register. 

In  the  Bridge-Blean  Rural  District  the  provisions  of  the  Act  have 
not  been  delegated  by  the  County  Council  to  the  Council  of  this  District.

SCHOOLS. 


The  elementary  schools  in  the  United  District  are  under  the  control 
of  the  Kent  Education  Committee.  1 hey  are  visited  from  time  to  time 
by  the  Medical  Officer  and  Sanitary  Inspectors,  and  the  sanitary  arrange- 
ments inspected;  also  investigations  made  with  regard  to  case.s  of  in- 
fectious disease  occurring  among  the  scholars. 

1 here  are  many  good  class  boarding  schools  situated  in  the  United 
District,  mostly  of  a preparatory  nature,  particularly  in  Broadstairs  and 
St.  Peter  s.  Most  of  them  are  provided  with  sanatoria  in  which  scholars 
suffering  from  infectious  diseases  can  be  isolated.  As  far  as  is  known 
the  sanitary  arrangements  in  connection  with  these  schools  and  the  water 
supply  may  be  considered  satisfactory.  As  a rule  each  school  has  its 
own  medical  attendant,  who  not  only  treats  the  pupils,  but  advises  'the 
principals  on  matters  of  hygiene.  It  does  not  appear  that  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  has  any  power  of  entry  to  these  private  boarding 
schools  and  therefore  is  not  responsible  for  their  sanitation.  He  can 
only  deal  with  defects  he  may  discover  in  connection  with  outbreaks  of 
infectious  disease  or  nuisance  which  may  occur  and  require  abating.

On  the  6th  April,  1933,  Circular  1331  was  issued  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  calling  upon  local  authorities  to  prepare  a programme  of 
Housing  in  their  districts,  the  components  of  the  programme  being  the 
list  of  areas  in  which  clearance  is  necessary,  the  time-table  of  re-housing, 
co-ordinated  with  the  displacements  contemplated  by  the  time-table  of 
clearance  operations.  The  Minister  stated  that  the  programme  adopted 
by  local  authorities  should  be  sent  in  by  the  30th  September,  1933. 
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Herne  Bay  Urban  District. 


Twenty-three  houses  were  entered  on  the  programme  sent  to  the 
Minister  of  Health  in  1 933—1  4 to  be  dealt  with  in  two  Clearance  Areas, 
5 to  be  dealt  with  in  a Clearance  Area  in  193  7,  and  4 originally  in  the 
B1  ean  Rural  District  to  be  dealt  with  under  Section  19. 


In  October,  1935,  the  Urban  District  Council  made  two  Clearance 
Orders,  one  in  respect  of  eight  houses  in  King  Street,  and  one  in  respect 
of  six  houses,  'three  in  North  Street  and  three  in  Chapel  Street.  As  an 
appeal  had  been  lodged  in  respect  of  the  former  a Public  Inquiry  was 
held  at  the  Council  Offices  on  the  18th  February,  1936,  by  J.  S.  Todd 
Esq.,  A.M.I.C.E.,  an  inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Health;  as  a result,  in 
March,  1936,  the  Minister  decided  to  confirm  the  Orders  without 
modification. 


In  order  to  provide  accommodation  for  persons  displaced  by  the 
demolition  of  houses  included  in  the  Clearance  Areas  the  Council  resolved 
in  July  to  erect  fourteen  houses  in  Sea  Street. 

As  regards  the  individual  unfit  houses  to  be  dealt  with  under

The  programme  sent  in  by  the  Council  of  this  District  was  not 
accepted  by  the  Minister,  it  was  considered  insufficient  by  the  Inspector 
of  the  Ministry  who  visited  the  district  in  December,  1933,  and  another 
programme  was  drawn  up  in  January,  1934,  this  was  sent  to  the 
Minister  and  approved  by  him.  Thirty-three  houses  to  be  dealt  with  as 
individual  unfit  houses,  and  30  by  eleven  Clearance  Orders. 

Of  the  houses  which  the  Council  proposed  to  deal  wi  th  by  means 
of  Clearance  Orders,  three  in  one  Clearance  Area  were  dealt  with  by  the 
owner,  who  gave  an  undertaking  that  they  should  not  be  used  for  human 
habitation;  and  in  the  case  of  three  others  the  owner  converted  these  into 
two;  this  left  nine  Clearance  Areas  in  which  orders  were  made  by  the 
Council.  In  the  case  of  seven,  appeals  to  the  Minister  of  Health  were 
made,  and  a Public  Inquiry  was  held  on  the  8th  August,  1935,  by 
J.  S.  Todd  Esq.,  A.M.I.C.E.,  an  inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Health.  As 
a result  of  the  Inquiry  the  Minister  signified  his  intention  of  confirming 
the  Orders  without  modification  in  the  case  of  five;  in  the  case  of  the 
remaining  two  he  decided  to  modify  one  Order  by  taking  one  house  out 
of  an  area  on  the  grounds  of  historical  and  architectural  interest;  and 
the  other  Order  was  not  confirmed  on  the  understanding  that  the  two 
houses  concerned  would  be  converted  into  one.  In  the  case  of  one 
Clearance  Order  there  was  no  appeal,  and  this  was  confirmed  by  the 
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^Minister;  and  in  the  case  of  another  Clearance  Order,  as  the  property 
had  been  purchased  by  the  Urban  District  Council,  this  will  be  dealt 
with  at  a later  date. 

In  order  to  provide  accommodation  for  persons  displaced  by  the 
demolition  of  houses  included  in  the  Clearance  Areas,  the  Council  re- 
solved in  April,  1935,  to  erect  seventeen  houses  in  Prospect  Road,  and 
accepted  a tender  for  £5,901  on  the  2nd  November.

I he  number  of  houses  with  which  the  Bridge  Rural  District 
Council  decided  to  deal  was  23.  1 his  was  considered  insufficient  by 

the  Minister,  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  requested,  on  taking 
office  on  the  1st  April,  1934,  to  make  a survey  of  the  district,  and  as 
a result  he  recommended  that  46  houses  should  be  dealt  wi  th,  36  by 
means  of  clearance  orders  and  1 0 as  individual  unfit  houses.  1 he 
Council,  however,  reduced  this  list  to  18  houses  to  be  dealt  with  by 
Clearance  Orders,  and  1 I by  Section  19.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk. 

The  importance  of  the  provision  of  a pure  milk  supply  for  the  United 
District  has  continued  to  be  recognized,  and  steps  have  been  taken  to 
ensure  that  the  milk  supplied  to  the  inhabitants  was  of  a reasonable 
standard  of  cleanliness,  and  for  this  purpose  samples  of  “ Ordinary 
milk  were  sent  for  bacteriological  examination,  and  numerous  visits  were 
paid  to  the  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  during  the  year  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  and  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

Samples  of  Graded  Milk  were  sent  to  the  County  Laboratory  for 
bacteriological  examination  in  order  to  see  whether  the  milk,  as  pro- 
duced and  sold,  conformed  with  the  requirements  of  the  Milk  (Special 
Designations)  Order,  1923. 

Samples  of  milk  were  also  sent  to  the  Laboratory  for  examination 
to  discover  by  means  of  tests,  whether  or  not  Tubercle  Bacilli  were 
present. 

Milk  Supply  in  Schools. 

Since  the  1 st  October,  1934,  one-third  of  a pint  of  milk  has  been 
.supplied  to  school  children  at  a cost  of  4d.  per  bottle. 

1 he  dairies  and  cowsheds  in  the  Districts  from  which  milk  is 
supplied  to  Elementary  Schools  were  visited  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  and  Sanitary  Inspectors,  and  reports  on  their  condition  sent  to 
the  School  Medical  Officer. 

The  Kent  Education  Committee,  through  their  Schools,  are 
purchasers  of  large  quantities  of  milk,  and  it  has  been  decided  that 
every  possible  precaution  should  be  taken  to  ensure  that  it  is  of  good 
quality. 

Samples  of  School  Milk  are  sent  to  the  County  Laboratory  by  the 
School  Inquiry  Officers. 

Accredited  Milk. 

A scheme  for  the  payment  of  bonuses  on  milk  produced  under  a 
“ Grade  A ” licence  issued  by  the  County  Council,  came  into  operation 
on  the  1st  May;  those  who  produce  milk  under  this  scheme  are  called 
“ Accredited  Producers.”  Approval  of  the  premises  in  the  first  place 
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is  left  to  the  County  Agricultural  Organizer,  and  bacteriological  examina- 
tions of  the  milk  are  made  quarterly  at  the  County  Bacteriological 
Laboratory.  Samples  of  the  milk  are  taken  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors 
in  the  Districts  and  forwarded  to  Maidstone,  and  meetings  between  the 
County  Agricultural  Organizer  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector  in  each  District 
have  been  arranged. 

It  is  very  necessary  that  the  officials  of  the  County  Council  and  those 
of  the  District  Councils  should  work  together,  because  the  responsibility 
of  carrying  out  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1 926  and  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  Amendment  Act,  I 922,  rests  with  'the  District  Councils.

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  7 Nursing  Homes  on  the  Register. 

1 wo  of  the  Homes  take  both  Maternity  and  other  cases,  and  one  takes 
Maternity  cases  only.

1 he  Homes  were  visited  from  time  to  time  during  the  year  by  the 
Medical  Officer  o f Health. 

Mortuary. 

1 he  Public  Mortuary  is  situated  in  the  yard  at  the  1 own  Depot. 

I he  room  is  I 4 feet  by  1 2 feet,  and  forms  part  of  a range  of  lean-to 
buildings,  originally  constructed  for  stores.  The  room  is  fitted  wi  th  a 
sink  and  water  tap,  and  a copper  for  hot  water.  The  floor  is  constructed 
of  cement,  with  a drain  in  the  centre.  1 wo  tables  wi  th  metallic  tops 
(one  zinc  and  one  lead)  are  provided. 

Meteorological  Station. 

1 he  site  of  the  station  is  in  the  W ar  Memorial  Park,  which  was 
approved  by  the  Air  Ministry.  The  usual  instruments  are  kept  at  the 
station,  viz.:  a maximum  and  minimum  thermometer,  wet  and  dry  bulb 
hygrometer,  a rain  guage  and  sunshine  recorder.  At  the  Pier  is  kept  the 
Fortins  Standard  Barometer.  The  station  is  in  charge  of  the  Surveyor 
and  the  Pier  Superintendent  prepares  the  necessary  reports,  etc.,  and 
sends  daily  telegrams  which  are  accepted  for  inclusion  in  the  daily  Press 
bulletins.  1 he  Surveyor  has  kindly  provided  the  following  information: 

I he  total  sunshine  recorded  for  the  year  was  185  7.8  hours,  being 
the  fourth  highest  of  the  260  clima  tol  ogical  stations  in  Great  Britain, 
and  the  rainfall  23.23  inches. 

Ministry  of  Health  Inquiries. 

An  Inquiry  was  held  on  the  29th  August  by  A.  Morris,  Esq., 
M.Inst.C.E.,  an  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  arising  out  of  an 
appeal  by  the  Owner  of  the  lower  Tea  Gardens,  Reculver,  against  the 
refusal  of  the  Urban  District  Council  to  sanction  a proposed  addition  to 
the  Tea  Gardens.  The  lea  Gardens  and  their  buildings  are  within  the 
area  of  the  Roman  Fortress. 

An  Inquiry  was  held  on  the  12th  November  by  G.  Carlyle,  Esq., 
Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  to  investigate  the  Herne  Bay  Urban 
District  Council’s  application  for  an  Ord  er  putting  in  force  in  certain 
portions  of  the  Urban  District  the  provisions  of  Section  6 of  the  Public 
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TTealth  (Water)  Act,  1878;  and  by  an  Order  coming  into  operation  on 
the  13th  day  of  December,  1935,  and  made  under  Section  1 1 of  the 
Public  Health  (Water)  Act,  1878,  the  Minister  of  Plealth  invested  the 
Urban  District  Council  a$  regards  the  whole  of  the  Urban  District,  with 
the  pov/ers  and  duties  which  are  given  to  a Rural  District  Council  by 
Section  6 of  the  said  Act. 

Legal  Proceedings. 

In  February,  a person  was  summoned  for  setting  up  a temporary 
building  at  Herne  Common  without  the  sanction  of  the  Council.  The 
Bench  made  an  Order  for  the  removal  within  fourteen  days,  and  a 
penalty  of  1 Os.  a day  beyond  that  period. 

Also  in  February,  proceedings  were  taken  against  another  man  for 
erecting  a dwelling-house  without  the  permission  of  the  Council,  and  a 
.similar  Order  was  made  by  the  Magistrates.  In  April,  this  man  applied 
for  an  extension  of  time,  which  was  not  granted;  then  in  May  the  matter 
was  mentioned  again  when  the  man’s  solicitor’s  applied  for  the  with- 
drawal of  a Distress  Warrant  for  £20  m respect  of  certain  penalties. 

In  March,  the  Sanitary  Inspector  applied  for  an  Order  to  enter 
some  premises  and  obtained  an  Order.  In  May,  as  the  occupier  refused 
to  admit  him,  proceedings  were  taken  against  her  and  a fine  of  £5  was 
inflicted. 

Th  £n  in  April  proceedings  were  taken  by  the  Council  against  a 
woman  for  not  abating  a nuisance  caused  by  the  keeping  of  animals;  the 
magistrates  found  the  defendant  guilty  and  that  a nuisance  existed,  and 
made  an  order  for  the  removal  of  all  the  animals  except  twrelve,  within  six 
weeks,  and  costs  to  the  amount  of  £3.  All  the  animals  were  removed 
at  the  end  of  the  period. 

In  July,  a retailer  of  milk  in  the  Urban  District  was  convicted  and 
fined  £5  for  retailing  milk  after  hi^  name  had  been  removed  from  the 
Register. 

Extension  to  Cemetery. 

Fhe  Council,  having  come  to  the  conclusion  that  it  was  necessary 
that  the  Cemetery  should  be  increased  in  size,  a report  on  the  subject 
was  made  by  the  Clerk  in  March,  1935,  and  the  Minister  of  Health  was 
approached.  /At  the  request  of  the  Minister  of  Health  the  Medical 
Officei  of  Health  prepareo  a report  dated  the  I 8th  October,  dealing  with 
the  land  proposed  to  be  acquired.  On  the  4th  February,  1936,  an 
Inspector  or  the  Ministry  of  Health  visited  the  District  and  inspected  the 
land  in  company  with  the  Council’s  officials.  At  the  Urban  District 
Council  meeting  held  in  March  it  was  reported  that  the  consent  of  the 
Minister  of  Health  to  the  borrowing  of  the  sum  of  £2,050  for  the  pur- 
chase of  the  land  for  the  extension  of  the  Cemetery  had  been  received. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water. 

Water  is  supplied  to  the  Urban  District  by  the  Herne  Bay  Water- 
works Company.  A constant  supply  is  available.  The  sources  of 
supply  are  three  deep  wells,  situated  at  I7ord,  in  the  Urban  District,  about 
two  miles  out  of  the  town.  The  wells  are  I 70  feet  deep,  sunk  into  solid 
chalk;  they  are  connected  at  a point  1 5 feet  from  the  lowest  part  in  the 
chalk.  Adits  of  a total  length  of  about  2,000  feet  are  cut  into  the  chalk 
in  various  directions.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  1933  it  was  found 
that  a P aterson’s  Chloronome  had  been  installed  in  November,  1932, 
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The  water  is  pumped  from  Ford  direct  to  the  reservoirs  at  Mickh^ 
burgh  Hill,  in  the  Urban  District.  One  reservoir  is  of  modern  construc- 
tion, and  is  built  of  cement  concrete  and  domed  over  in  cement,  and 
further  protected  with  a layer  of  earth  averaging  two  feet  in  thickness. 

1 he  size  of  the  reservoir  is  1 00  feet  by  80  feet,  and  1 5 feet  deep,  and  the 
capacity  750,000  gallons.  A second  reservoir  (the  original  reservoir 
of  the  Water  Company)  ig  still  in  use.  It  is  constructed  of  brick  with 
cement  lining,  and  is  covered  with  corrugated  iron  roofing.  The  size 
of  this  reservoir  is  (approximately)  45  feet  by  45  feet,  and  1 2 feet  deep, 
and  the  capacity  1 50,000  gallons. 

A water  tower  constructed  of  steel,  is  erected  at  the  reservoir 
station  at  Mickleburgh  Hill,  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  a constant 
supply  of  water  to  'the  houses  situated  on  high  ground  which  cannot 
be  supplied  from  the  reservoirs.  The  tower  supports  a tank  30  feet 
in  diameter  and  1 2 feet  deep,  of  a capacity  of  60,000  gallons.  The 
height  of  the  tower  above  ground  level  to  water  level  is  78  feet,  the 
height  of  the  water  level  above  sea  level  being  20  1 feet.  The  tank  is 
filled  from  the  reservoirs  by  auxiliary  pumps. 

i he  average  daily  consumption  of  water  for  the  whole  area  supplied 
by  the  Water  Company  is: — - 

Summer  ...  ...  ...  800,000  gallons 

Winter  ...  ...  ...  400,000  gallons 

Five  samples  of  water  were  taken  and  iSent  to  the  County  Labora- 
tory for  examination  by  the  County  Bacteriologist  during  the  year,  and 
the  reports  were  satisfactory;  and  three  samples  were  sent  to  the  County 
Analyst  for  Chemical  Examination,  the  reports  on  these  also  proving 
satisfactory. 

A portion  of  the  district  which  was  added  to  the  Herne  Bay  Urban 
District  on  the  1st  April,  1934,  as  a result  of  the  Review  of  County 
Districts,  is  not  supplied  from  the  mains,  and  in  this  area  there  are 
approximately  50  wells,  and  approximately  1 00  houses  are  supplied  from 
them;  and  in  a few  instances  rain  water  is  collected  and  stored  in  under- 
ground tanks  constructed  of  cement.  A survey  of  the  wells  is  in  progress 
and  at  the  end  of  the  year  a total  of  3 1 samples  had  been  obtained  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  sent  up  to  the  County  Laboratory  for  analysis 
by  the  County  Analyst.  Five  of  these  were  secondary  samples  obtained 
after  remedial  measures  had  been  undertaken  to  improve  the  water.  The 
Analyst’s  reports  were  as  follows  :— 

Water  fit  for  use  as  drinking  water  ...  13 

Water  unfit  for  use  as  drinking  water  ...  18 

Action  is  being  taken  with  regard  to  the  unfit  water  supplies.  In 
one  instance  a well  was  closed  and  a supply  obtained  from  the  water 
mains. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  reports: — 

An  extension  of  the  water  main  to  the  hamlet  of  Bullockstone  is 
needed,  where  the  .supply  to  several  houses  consists  of  rainwater  only. 
The  tenants  suffer  from  shortage  during  the  summer  months,  and  in  one 
instance  the  rainwater  storage  cistern,  which  is  underground,  was 
polluted  by  a leakage  from  the  house  drains.  d he  owner  of  one  house 
has  sunk  a small  well,  but  the  water  is  unfit  for  drinking  purposes  unless 
boiled. 
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M Iain  age  and  Sewerage. 

The  scheme  for  the  sewerage  of  the  Old  Urban  District  was  prepared 
and  carried  out  by  the  late  Mr.  Baldwin  Latham,  and  a large  portion  of 
the  urban  area  was  sewered  under  his  supervision.  1 he  sewage  is  carried 
by  gravitation  to  an  outfall  which  discharges  into  the  sea  at  a point  below 
low  water  mark,  the  outlet  not  being  exposed  at  any  time.  A separate 
system  for  dealing  with  surface  water  exists  for  the  greater  part 
of  the  area,  and  this  system  is  being  extended.  The  discharge  from  the 
outfall  sewer  is  regulated  so  that  it  occurs  on  the  ebb  tide  only,  'the 
effluent  being  carried  eastward  and  dispersed  in  deep  water.  A pump- 
ing station  situated  in  the  centre  of  the  town  and  near  the  sea  shore  is 
provided  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  flooding  of  cellars  and  base- 
ments during  heavy  rains  when  the  sewers  are  tide  locked.  There  is  a 
second  pumping  station  at  the  western  end  of  'the  town  lifting  the  gewage 
from  a low  level  sewer  at  that  end  of  the  district  to  the  high  level 
gravitation  sewer. 

During  the  year  under  observation,  a new  underground  pumping 
station  at  the  land  end  of  the  sea  outfall,  has  been  constructed,  in  which 
has  been  housed  electrically  driven  disintegrating  pumps  to  enable  three 
or  four  times  the  dry  weather  flow  to  be  disintegrated  before  discharge, 
and  to  empty  the  tank  .sewers  in  about  one-tenth  of  the  time  that  this 
could  be  effected  by  gravitation. 

A further  extension  of  the  drainage  to  the  Studd  Hill  Estate  has 
been  carried  out,  and  connected  to  the  Herne  Bay  sewage  scheme,  and 
it  is  proposed  to  lay  a main  intercepting  .sewer  to  deal  with  a portion  of 
the  aiea  south  of  the  Railway  in  the  added  district  in  connection  with 
which  a Ministry  of  Health  Enquiry  was  held  on  the  I 4th  February,  1 936, 
the  estimated  cost  being  £1,620. 

A joint  system  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  for  that  part  of 
Urban  District  which  formerly  consisted  of  the  Parishes  of  Herne 

L^Crv  V6-r  ^ean  Rural  District,  was  provided  by  the  Council 

or  that  District  and  completed  in  the  year  1914,  and  takes  the  drainage 
or  the  most  thickly-populated  portion  of  that  area.  1 he  sewage  dis- 
posal works  are  .situated  at  May  Street  in  the  Parish  of  Reculver  and 
consist  of  grit  chambers,  Dibdin  slate  beds,  Humus  tanks,  contact  clinker 
beds,  and  finally  effluent  ponds,  from  which  the  discharge  is  into  an 
open  watercourse  which  eventually  discharges  into  the  sea. 

Many  improvements  have  been  carried  out  on  the.se  works.  The 
air  compressing  engines  have  been  overhauled,  and  improvments  to  the 
Detritus  chambers  have  been  carried  out.  New  sludge  drying  beds  have 
been  constructed,  etc. 

A.  .new  lorW'lying  draina£e  area  to  take  the  newly  developed  Bishop- 
stone  Manor  Estate,  and  the  drainage  from  certain  private  street.s  now  de- 
veloping in  this  area  has  been  constructed,  and  a compressed  air  ejector 
^tatmn  to  lift  the  sewage  from  this  area  into  the  sewers  gravitating  to 
the  Herne  and  Reculver  Sewage  Disposal  Works,  has  been  installed.^ 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

Several  small  streams  are  situated  in  the  Urban  District.  The 
pollution  of  one  stream  by  the  drainage  thereto  of  a dairy  farm  and 
dwelling-house  caused  much  complaint.  Following  negotiation  with 
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the  owner  of  the  farm,  the  main  sewer  was  extended,  and  a nuisaiWf 
which  had  existed  for  several  years  before  the  Urban  boundaries  were 
altered,  was  abated  by  the  connection  of  the  offending  premises  to  the 
.sewer. 


Closet  Accommodation. 

I he  greater  part  of  the  Urban  District  is  sewered,  and  where  sewers 
are  available  the  closet  accommodation  consists  of  water  closets.  In 
the  outlying  districts  which  are  not  sewered,  there  are  approximately 
1 50  houses  with  cesspools,  and  many  of  these  houses  are  provided  wi  th 
water  closets.  An  extension  of  the  sewer  at  Hiilborough  resulted  in 
the  abolition  of  1 5 cesspools.  The  number  of  pail  closets  in  the  District 
is  approximately  I 00. 

Public  Cleansing. 

1 he  house  refuse  is  collected  bi-weekly  (with  the  exception  of  an 
area  in  the  centre  of  the  town,  and  from  Hotels,  Boarding  Houses,  etc., 
during  the  Summer  Season  where  a daily  collection  is  made).  Dustless 
loading  motor  vehicles  are  used.  The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  con- 
trolled tipping  on  a site  near  Broomfield.  During  the  year  the  collection 
was  extended  to  include  the  Village  of  Reculver. 

1 he  emptying  of  cesspools  in  a portion  of  the  Blean  Rural  District, 
which  was  added  to  the  Herne  Bay  Urban  District,  is  carried  out— as  is 
the  refuse  collection— under  the  supervision  of  the  Surveyor.  A motor 
cesspool  emptier  fitted  with  gully  emptying  and  flushing  apparatus,  is 
used  for  this  purpose. 

The  cesspools  are  emptied  once  every  two  months,  but  it  is  some- 
times necessary  to  empty  them  at  more  frequent  intervals.  1 he  Council 
has  in  hand  a scheme  for  extending  the  sewerage  in  a portion  of  their 
district  to  do  away  with  a number  of  cesspools. 

Reculver:  Scavenging  and  Public  Conveniences. 

At  a meeting  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  held  in  March,  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  brought  forward  the  necessity  of  scavenging 
the  village  of  Reculver  and  pointed  out  how  unsatisfactory  the  condition 
was  there  during  the  summer,  and  he  also  mentioned  the  need  for  a 
public  sanitary  convenience. 

1 he  Sanitary  Inspector  was  directed  to  report  on  the  sanitary  con- 
dition of  this  village,  which  he  did,  and  produced  a report  at  the  Public 
Health  Committee  meeting  in  April. 

At  the  May  meeting  this  was  considered  and  finally  it  was  arranged 
for  scavenging  to  be  carried  out  at  Reculver  at  the  end  of  July. 

During  July,  alterations  were  made  at  the  “ King  Ethelbert  ” Inn, 
so  as  to  increase  the  number  of  sanitary  conveniences  there,  and  also 
during  that  month  the  erection  of  a temporary  public  convenience  was 
commenced  adjoining  the  Inn;  this  consists  o f thr  ee  w.c.s  for  women 
and  a wash  basin,  and  one  w.c.  and  a urinal  for  men;  the  work  was 
completed  at  the  end  of  the  month.

Shops. 

A survey  under  the  Shops  Act,  1 934,  of  the  whole  of  the  shops  in 
the  Urban  District  was  in  progress  at  the  end  of  the  year.  It  was  found 
that  the  requirements  of  the  Act  relating  to  ventilation  and  temperature 
of  shops,  and  the  provision  of  sanitary  conveniences,  was  generally  com- 
plied with.  The  number  of  inspections  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
during  the  year  under  the  Act  was  383. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

In  one  instance  action  was  taken  to  abate  a nuisance  arising  from 
the  emission  of  black  smoke  from  a laundry  chimney  and  a Statutory 
Notice  was  served.  In  two  instances  complaint  was  made  of  nuisances 
from  Hotel  chimneys  and  remedial  steps  were  taken  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  are  no  Swimming  Baths  or  Pools  in  the  Urban  District.  At 
the  Council’s  Sea  Bathing  Establishments  care  is  taken  to  disinfect  the 
hired  costumes  after  use. 
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l i-IOOLS. 

There  are  three  public  elementary  schools  in  the  District:  The 
Herne  Bay  Council  School  consisting  of  three  departments,  Boys’,  Girls’, 
and  Infants’;  Herne  C/E  School;  and  Reculver  C/E  School;  the  two 
latter  being  “ mixed  ” schools.. 

At  each  school  modern  water-closet  accommodation  is  provided, 
drained  to  the  main  sewers.  Water  is  .supplied  from  the  mains.  At 
Herne  Bay  Council  School  improvement  in  the  drinking  water  arrange- 
ments, the  extension  of  the  cloakroom  accommodation,  the  supply  of 
hot  water  to  the  lavatory  basins,  and  additional  water  closet  accommoda- 
tion has  been  recommended  to  the  Education  Authority. 

At  Herne  C.E.  School  the  sanitary  convenience^  are  situated  at  a 
distance  of  43  yards  from  the  school,  with  an  open  approach  over  un- 
paved playgrounds.  1 he  cloakroom  and  lavatory  arrangements  at  this 
school  are  very  poor. 

There  are  four  large  private  boarding  schools  in  the  Urban  District, 
where  the  sanitary  conditions  are  of  a satisfactory  character  and  also 
a number  of  smaller  private  schools,  principally  carried  on  at  private 
dwelling-house^.

Town  Planning:  The  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act,  1932. 


At  the  Annual  Meeting  in  1934  the  Council  appointed  a Town 
Planning  Committee  to  continue  the  work  begun  by  the  Herne  Bay 
Joint  Town  Planning  Committee,  of  preparing  a Town  Planning  Scheme 
for  the  enlarged  Urban  District  of  Herne  Bay,  and  the  first  meeting  of 
the  newly  constituted  Committee  was  held  on  the  20  th  April,  1934. 
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v Steady  progress  has  been  made  with  the  work,  and  on  the  I 8th 
September,  1935,  the  Committee  submitted  a report  to  the  Council 
containing  recommendations  for  the  preparation  of  the  Draft  Scheme. 
This  report  was  approved  by  the  Council  and  instructions  were  given 
for  the  Draft  Scheme  'to  be  prepared  on  the  lines  of  the  Committee  s 
report. 

Some  of  the  most  important  provisions  of  the  Draft  Scheme  will 
be  those  prohibiting  the  development  of  unsuitable  land,  which  will  pre- 
vent dwellings  being  erected  in  positions  where  the  public  health  ser- 
vices are  difficult  to  provide,  while  the  Draft  Scheme  (which  has  to  be 
adopted  by  the  1st  October,  1936)  will  also  provide  for  zoning  the 
district  in  areas  which  are  most  suitable  for  e.g.  Special  Residential, 
General  Business,  General  Industrial  and  Agricultural  purposes,  while 
these  areas  themselves  will  be  zoned  for  density.  Another  important 
provision  is  the  setting  aside  of  suitable  lan  d for  specific  purposes,  e.g., 
Cemeteries,  Allotments  and  Public  Open  Spaces,  whilst  provision  is  also 
made  for  new  roads  and  improvements  to  existing  roads. 

Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds— Camps. 

The  several  organized  camps  were  visited  and  inspections  made  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  with  regard  to  water  supply,  sanitary  arrangements 
and  disposal  of  refuse.  No  action  was  found  to  be  necessary.  A 
large  number  of  private  camping  parks  were  also  visited  and  it  seemed 
that  the  majority  of  the  campers  were  careful  to  avoid  causing  nuisance. 
Advice  was  given  to  them  when  necessary. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


Milk  Supply:  Milk  and  Dairies  Amendment  Act,  1922. 


During  the  year  much  attention  has  been  given  to  the  matter  of 
clean  milk  production  and  distribution,  and  254  visits  have  been  made 
to  the  Cowsheds  and  Dairies  in  the  District.  At  the  close  of  the  year 
the  number  of  persons  registered  was  as  follows — -

The  name  of  one  retailer  of  milk,  who  failed  to  improve  his  un- 
satisfactory methods  of  distribution  when  requested  to  do  so,  was  re- 
moved from  the  Register  in  accordance  with  the  above  Act. 


Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926. 

During  the  year  four  unsatisfactory  cowsheds  have  been  disused. 
7 wo  new  cowsheds  have  been  constructed  and  two  re-conditioned;  main 
water  was  provided  to  one  dairy  farm;  and  drainage  defects  were  dealt 
with  at  three  cowsheds,  one  of  which  was  re-drained  to  the  main  sewer. 

The  provision  of  an  ample  supply  of  boiling  water  at  dairies  has 
received  attention,  and  improvement  in  this  respect  has  been  effected  at 
four  dairies. 


Examination  of  Samples. 


During  the  year  3 I samples  of  milk  were  obtained  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  for  bacteriological  examination  and  sent  to  the  County 
Laboratory.  Of  this  number  6 were  taken  under  the  Accredited  Milk 
Scheme  at  the  request  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  and  were  all  found 
to  comply  with  the  prescribed  conditions  for  “Grade  A”  milk;  five  were 
obtained  at  Institutions,  a Convalescent  Home  for  Children  and  the 
Blean  Public  Assistance  Institution,  four  of  these  proved  to  be  satisfactory 
and  one  unsatisfactory;  the  remaining  20  samples  were  obtained  from 
local  retailers  of  milk,  ten  of  which  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  with 
regard  to  bacterial  content,  and  1 0 were  not  satisfactory.  Appropriate 
action  followed  in  the  cases  of  the  unsatisfactory  reports. 

Four  reports  were  received  on  samples  of  milk  sent  to  the  County 
Laboratory  during  the  year  for  examination  for  tubercle,  two  of  these 
were  on  samples  of  milk  produced  outside  the  District  and  delivered  to 
one  of  the  Convalescent  Homes.  All  the  reports  gave  negative  results. 

Accredited  Milk  Scheme. 

Five  producers  of  milk  have  qualified  for  “ Grade  A ” Licences, 
and  have  been  placed  on  the  Accredited  Roll,  which  entitles  them  to 
an  extra  1 d.  per  gallon  for  their  milk.  1 hese  Licences  are  issued  by  the 
Kent  County  Council,  and  one  of  the  conditions  imposed  is  the  provision 
of  a steam  sterilizing  plant. 

Milk  Supply  in  Schools. 

Thirteen  samples  of  School  Milk  were  sent  to  the  Laboratory  by 
the  School  Inquiry  Officer  for  bacteriological  examination,  of  these  9 
gave  satisfactory  results  and  4 unsatisfactory  results.  Steps  were  taken 
to  try  and  improve  the  methods  of  production  and  bottling  in  the  case 
of  the  unsatisfactory  samples.  Four  samples  were  also  examined  for 
tubercle,  and  all  gave  negative  results.

Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

Under  the  Meat  Regulations  1924,  461  Notices  of  Intention  to 
slaughter  animals  for  human  consumption  were  received  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector,  and  visits  were  made  by  him  to  slaughter-houses  for  meat 
inspection.

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The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  during  the  year  was  1,43  7, 
comprising  2 oxen,  89  calves,  708  sheep  and  lambs,  and  638  swine. 

There  are  three  slaughter-houses  in  the  Urban  District,  of  which 
two  of  the  occupiers  are  licensed  annually.  One  only  of  the  slaughter- 
houses is  adapted  for  the  slaughter  of  oxen.  Seven  licences  have  been 
issued  to  Slaughter-men  by  the  Council,  these  were  issued  for  a period  of 
three  years,  expiring  on  the  3 I st  December,  1936. 

The  retail  meat  shops  and  sausage  rooms  are  periodically 
inspected.

Fish  Friers. 

I he  trade  of  a fish  frier  is  scheduled  as  an  “ Offensive  Trade  ” in 
the  Urban  District  and  is  controlled  by  Bye-laws.  The  consent  of  the 
Council  is  necessary  to  the  establishment  of  any  new  business.  Five 
persons  are  registered  as  fish  friers  and  their  premise^  are  subject  to 
inspection  at  frequent  intervals. 


Ice  Cream. 

The  premises  at  which  ice  cream  is  made  are  frequently  inspected 
during  the  summer  months  to  ensure  cleanliness  of  the  rooms  and  the 
cleansing  and  sterilization  of  utensils. 

During  the  year  six  samples  of  ice  cream  were  obtained  for  bacterio- 
logical examination,  the  laboratory  reports  on  game  showing  the  bac- 
teriological content  to  range  from  1,500  per  c.c.  to  680,000  per  c.c. 
Two  of  the  samples  were  considered  unsatisfactory  and  investigation 
into  the  methods  of  manufacture  followed. 


Bakehouses. 

There  are  I 7 Bakehouses  in  the  District  which  are  periodically 
inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  with  regard  to  the  requirements  of 
the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901..  Several  of  these  premises  are 
small  and  not  of  suitable  construction,  or  well  arranged;  in  such  cases 
it  is  more  difficult  to  maintain  a high  standard  of  cleanliness.  Fifty- 
two  visits  were  made  to  'che  Bakehouses  during  the  year. 


Adulteration  of  Food. 

The  law  with  respect  to  the  Adulteration  of  Food  and  the  Food 
Regulations  is  administered  by  the  County  Authorities  and  not  by  the 
Urban  District  Council. 
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Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Examination  of  Food. 


All  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Examination  of  Food  done  in 
connection  with  the  Herne  Bay  Urban  District  is  carried  out  at  the 
County  Laboratory,  Maidstone. 


PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  AND 

OTHER  DISEASES. 


Supply  of  Serum. 

Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  is  provided  by  the  Council  free  of  charge  and 
supplied  to  medical  practitioners  for  the  use  of  the  poorer  inhabitants 
of  the  district  in  accordance  with  the  “ Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  (Outside 
London)  Order,  1910.”  A supply  is  kept  at  the  Cottage  Hospital. 

Verminous  Persons. 

There  are  no  facilities  for  the  cleansing  of  verminous  persons  in 
the  District.  Clothing,  however,  can  be  disinfected  at  the  Disinfecting 
Station. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

During  the  year  51  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified,  41  in  36 
private  families,  9 in  four  Convalescent  Homes,  and  one  in  a Boys’ 
Boarding  School.  One  of  the  cases  in  the  private  families  was  a maid 
at  the  Boarding  School  where  a case  was  notified.  Forty-three  patients 
were  removed  to  the  Herne  Bay  and  Whitstable  joint  Isolation  Hospital 
for  treatment  ; five  fr  om  one  Convalescent  Home  to  a Fever  Hospital  of 
the  London  County  Council,  and  one  to  the  Faversham  Isolation  Hos- 
pital; the  remaining  two  were  nursed  at  home.  There  was  one  ‘Return” 
case  during  the  last  quarter  of  the  year. 

Diphtheria. 

Nineteen  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified,  1 3 in  eleven  private 
families,  5 in  two  Convalescent  Homes,  and  one,  a maid  on  the  staff  at 
the  Isolation  Hospital.  Seventeen  of  the  cases,  along  with  five  “carriers” 
found  in  one  of  the  Convalescent  Homes  by  swabbing  the  contacts,  were 
removed  to  the  Herne  Bay  and  Whitstable  Isolation  Hospital  for  treat- 
ment, where  two  unfortunately  died;  and  one  case  and  one  “ carrier  ” 
found  in  the  other  Convalescent  Home  were  removed  to  one  of  the 
London  County  Council's  Isolation  Flospitals. 

Typhoid  Fever. 

The  case  of  lyphoid  occurred  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year, 
the  patient  was  a schoolgirl  of  13  years  of  age;  she  came  to  Herne  Bay 
from  Glasgow  on  the  22nd  December,  1934,  was  not  well  the  following 
day,  and  on  the  30th  December  took  to  her  bed,  on  which  day  she  was 
seen  by  a Doctor.  She  was  notified  as  a case  of  Typhoid  on  the  7th 
January,  and  was  isolated  and  treated  at  home.  There  was,  fortunately, 
no  spread  of  the  disease. 


Encephalitis  Lethargica. 


Two  cases  of  Encephalitis  Lethargica  were  notified  during  the  year, 
the  first  patient  was  a woman  of  63  years  of  age,  and  the  second  a man 
of  7 1 years.  They  were  both  removed  to  the  Herne  Bay  and  Whit- 
stable  Isolation  Elospital  for  treatment  and  recovered. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia  and  Puerperal  Fever. 

A case  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  occurred  during  the  second  quarter  of 
the  year,  the  patient  was  nursed  at  home. 

Th  ree  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  were  notified  during  the  year,  one 
patient  was  nursed  at  home,  and,  the  other  two  were  removed  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital  for  treatment  and  later  one  of  the  latter  was  trans- 
ferred to  the  Kent  and  C anterbury  Hospital. 


Chickenpox. 

Eleven  cases  of  Chickenpox  were  notified,  8 in  seven  private 
families,  2 in  one  Convalescent  Home,  and  one  in  a Girls’  Boarding 
School.  ° 

Non-Notifiable  Diseases. 

During  the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  there  wa.s  an  outbreak  of 
Mumps  in  the  C ouncil  Elementary  School  in  Herne  Bay.

Herne  Bay  and  District  Tuberculosis  Care  Committee. 


Th  is  Committee  has  continued  to  increase  its  activities  during  the 
current  year,  thirty-four  cases  being  on  record  since  May,  1935,  as 
compared  with  twenty-nine  the  previous  year. 

Its  mam  activities  are  visiting,  the  provision  of  any  possible  form 
of  help  or  advice  necessary,  the  giving  of  extra  nourishment  where 
necessary,  and  the  care  of  pre-tubercular  or  delicate  contact  children. 
I he  special  forms  of  help  on  which  the  Committee  concentrates  are  the 
provision  of  suitable  extra  nourishment  to  patients  in  need,  the  pro- 
vision of  clothes  for  Sanatorium  treatment  and  also  warm  clothing  for 
poor  tubercular  families  in  necessitous  circumstances  and  the  sending 
away  at  its  own  expense  of  delicate  children  for  Convalescent  Home 
treatment  for  glands,  etc. 

Expenses  increase  as  the  number  of  cases  needing  assistance  has 
been  added  to  every  year,  but  up  to  the  present  the  Committee  has  been 
able  to  find  the  necessary  money.  In  order  to  provide  funds  a perform- 
ance  of  Journey’s  End”  was  secured  this  year,  which  resulted  in  a 

profit  of  about  £50.  I his  was  in  addition  to  the  normal  sources  of 
income. 

DISINFECTION. 

Houses  are  disinfected  following  infectious  diseases  by  either  (a) 
fumigating  with  formaldehyde  vapour,  (b)  .spraying  with  a germicide, 
or  both.  Houses  and  bedding  are  also  disinfected  on  request  following 
non-infectious  illness,  and  in  such  cases  a charge  is  made  for  the  work. 
The  number  of  houses  disinfected  during  the  year  was  113. 
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Bedding  and  clothing  are  disinfected  in  the  Bacterol  ” disinfec^^' 
which  was  brought  into  use  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  1 he  apparatus 
is  working  satisfactorily,  and  no  less  than  1 40  parcels  of  bedding,  etc., 
have  been  disinfected.  This  number  includes  22  parcels  of  bedding, 
etc.,  brought  from  the  Bridge-Blean  Rural  District  and  disinfected  by 
arrangement  with  the  Council  of  that  District. 

Nine  houses  infested  with  vermin  have  been  dealt  with.  The 
methods  employed  for  the  purpose — spraying  with  insecticide  and 
fumigating  with  sulphur — have  been  found  effective.

During  the  year  two  Nursing  Homes  ceased  to  exist,  so  that  at  the 
end  of  the  year  there  were  12  on  the  Register;  of  these,  five  take 
maternity  and  other  cases  (6  beds  for  maternity  and  5 1 for  other  cases)  ; 
six  do  not  take  maternity  cases  (109  beds);  and  one  takes  maternity 
cases  only  ( 1 bed ) . 

S he  Homes  have  been  visited  during  the  year  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health.  Bye-laws  were  made  by  the  Council  on  3rd  December, 
1928. 

Mortuary. 

The  Publ  ic  Mortuary,  which  is  situated  in  the  Fire  Station  Yard,  is 
well  lighted  and  ventilated.  [he  lower  portion  of  the  walls  are  lined 
with  white  glazed  tiles.  It  has  a cement  floor  which  is  efficiently  drained, 
i here  are  two  white  porcelain  tables,  one  fixed  and  the  other  move- 
able.  1 he  re  is  also  a slab  and  a sink,  and  water  laid  on  with  means  of 
providing  hot  water.  fhe  building  is  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  the 
District. 

Meteorological  Records. 

1 he  sunshine  record  for  the  year  was  1,871.2  hours,  and  the  rain- 
fall 27.62  inches. 

Ministry  of  Health  Inquiries. 

An  I nquiry  was  held  by  R.  Gadsby,  Esq.,  A.M.Inst.C.E.,  an  Inspec- 
tor of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  to  investigate  the  Council’s  application  for 
sanction  to  borrow  the  sum  of  £61,180  for  the  acquisition  of  the  late 
Lord  Northcliffe  s North  Foreland  Estate,  including  the  golf  course  and 
the  foreshore  and  seashore. 

An  Inquiry  was  held  by  J.  S.  Todd,  Esq.,  A.M.I.C.E.,  an  Inspector 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  into  the  subject  matter  of  seven  Clearance 
Orders  made  by  the  Urban  District  Council  under  the  Housing  Act, 
1930. 

Holiday  and  Convalescent  Homes. 

A new  Holiday  Home  for  children  was  opened  in  the  summer  at 
4 ‘Sunny holme,”  Dumpton  Park-drive,  by  Lord  Marshall,  who  had  pre- 
sented the  Home  to  the  Queensway  Mission,  Battersea.  The  home  has 
accommodation  for  22  children  between  the  ages  of  7 and  10  years.  It 
is  proposed  to  have  boys  and  gins  alternately.  There  are  two  acres 
of  ground,  and  later,  if  extensions  are  necessary,  sleeping  huts  will  be 
erected. 

St.  Mary’s  Convalescent  Home,  Eastern  Esplanade. — The  whole 
of  the  drainage  of  this  Home  was  re-constructed  and  brought  up-to-date. 
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U#l  Proceedings. 

On  the  1 6th  December,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  attended  the 
Margate  Town  Hall  with  the  Clerk  and  Sanitary  Inspector,  when  the 
Cinque  Ports  magistrates  heard  the  case  against  a woman  who  was 
summoned  by  the  Urban  District  Council  for  unlawfully  using  a building 
after  a Closing  Order  in  respect  of  the  premises  had  been  made  by  the 
Local  Authority.  I he  case  was  adjourned  for  a month  in  order  to  give 
her  an  opportunity  of  finding  other  accommodation,  and  it  was  ex- 
plained that  if  she  failed  to  do  so  they  would  have  no  alternative  but  to 
impose  a penalty.  At  the  end  of  the  month  it  was  found  the  woman 
had  moved  out  of  the  premises. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Water. 

The  supply  of  water  is  obtained  from  a well  m the  chalk  I 70  feet 
deep,  situated  at  Rumfields  on  the  western  side  of  the  District,  and  from 
an  adit  which  stretches  in  a north-westerly  direction  for  a distance  of 
about  a mile.  The  local  supply  is  supplemented  by  water  obtained  from 
the  Works  of  the  Margate  Corporation,  situated  at  Wingham,  some 
twelve  miles  away.  In  the  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter  s Urban  District 
Council  Act,  1 923,  an  agreement  with  the  Corporation  of  the  Borough  of 
Margate  was  incorporated  whereby  it  was  agreed  that  for  a period  of  50 
years,  the  Urban  District  Council  should  be  able  to  obtain  a surplus 
supply  of  water  from  the  Corporation  s Works,  and  that  not  less  than 
7,500,000  gallons  of  water  per  quarter  should  be  taken  and  paid  for  at 
a rate  which  was  inserted  in  the  Agreement. 

In  order  to  improve  their  supply,  the  Corporation  last  year  dupli- 
cated their  mam  by  laying  a 20//  cast  iron  pipe  from  the  reservoir  at 
Fleete  to  the  Pumping  Station  at  Wingham,  at  the  former  place  they 
have  constructed  an  additional  reservoir  to  hold  5,000,000  gallons  of 
water  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  their  storage. 

In  1913  the  Council  installed  a Haines  Water  Softening  Plant, 
which  reduced  the  hardness  of  the  water  from  about  22°  to 

about  10°.  Owing  to  the  increase  in  the  population  of  the 

District,  the  Council  felt  that  either  the  softening  plant  should  be  en- 
larged or  a different  kind  installed,  and  they  decided  to  instal  a new 

system  called  the  “ Permutit  ” Base-Exchange  process.  An  inquiry  with 
regard  to  the  loan  for  this  plant  was  held  on  the  6th  July,  1934,  by  an 
Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  when  it  was  explained  that  the  new 
proposals  would  cost  £780  a year  as  compared  with  £1  ,000  a year  under 
the  old  system,  plus  the  cost  of  scraping  the  mains. 

Sanction  to  the  loan  having  been  obtained,  a tender  was  accepted 
from  the  United  Water  Softeners,  Ltd.,  for  the  sum  of  £3,91  1,  and  the 
work  was  put  in  hand  and  completed  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

On  the  28th  February,  1935,  the  official  opening  of  the  Water 
Softening  Plant  took  place.  The  proce.ss  reduces  the  degree  of  hard- 
from  23°  to  9.7°.  The  water  passes  through  green  sand,  which  robs 
it  of  all  hardness  and  impurities,  and  reduces  it  to  zero.  Afterwards  it 
is  raised  to  the  required  degree  of  hardness  by  blending  it  with  hard 
water.  1 he  building  which  housed  the  old  lime  softening  plant  was 
renovated  and  is  now  a perfectly  decorated  building. 
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The  old  lime  treatment  plant  has  been  dispensed  with  and  ce  '^in 
alterations  made  to  the  mains  so  that  the  crude  water  is  delivered  direct 
to  the  ' Permutit  ” Base-Exchange  Water  Softeners.  These  comprise 
four  units  each  9 feet  in  diameter  by  7 feet  high,  constructed  to  with- 
stand a working  pressure  of  401b.  per  square  inch,  and  which  are 
capable  of  producing  60,000  gallons  of  blended  water  per  hour.

Six  samples  taken  in  Broadstairs  for  bacteriological  examination, 
and  1 2 for  chemical  examination  gave  satisfactory  results, 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

A system  of  main  drainage,  which  is  a partially  combined  one,  was 
provided  some  50  years  ago  for  a portion  of  the  present  Urban  District. 
The  whole  of  the  sewage  is  discharged  untreated  by  an  outfall  sewer 
near  the  North  Foreland.  The  sewage  flows  by  gravitation  except  in 
a small  area  near  the  Harbour,  where  it  is  raise  dby  an  Adams  lift  worked 
by  compressed  air,  with  a 3-inch  Stereophagus  Pump  to  supplement 
the  Adam.s  lift,  which  works  automatically,  the  power  being  derived 
from  an  electric  motor. 

In  the  year  1928  a scheme  was  commenced  for  dealing  with  por- 
tions of  the  district  hitherto  not  sewered  and  for  providing  a new  outfall 
sewer,  and  a screening  chamber  situated  at  the  North  Foreland.  The 
work  has  been  finished  with  the  exception  of  the  outfall  sewer.  The 
present  outfall  sewer,  which  is  600  feet,  will  be  extended  1 ,000  feet,  and 
the  new  outfall  sewer  will  be  of  the  same  length. 

The  work  of  sewering  the  Dumpton  District,  for  which  the  Ministry 
sanctioned  a loan  of  £1  1,160,  was  commenced  in  October,  1933,  and 
the  Surveyor  reported  at  the  meeting  of  the  Health  Committee  in  June, 
1934,  that  the  work  had  been  completed.  The  actual  cost  was 
£9,625  1 7s.  3d.,  showing  a saving  of  £1  ,534  2s.  9d.,  and  it  was  resolved 
to  ask  permission  of  the  Minister  of  Health  to  spend  this  money  on  the 
laying  of  a sewer  on  the  Ramsgate-Margate  road,  the  cost  of  which  was 
estimated  to  be  £1,550;  this  work  was  carried  out  in  the  autumn. 

At  a meeting  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  in  January,  1934,  it 
was  resolved  to  recommend  the  Council  to  direct  the  Surveyor  to  prepare 
plans  for  sewering  the  remaining  portion  of  the  District. 

In  October,  1934,  the  Urban  District  Council  approved  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Health  Committee  that  application  should  be  made  to 
the  Ministry  of  Health  for  permission  to  borrow  £12,240  0s.  6d.  for  the 
purpose  of  works  of  sewerage  in  the  Kingsgate  and  Northdown  areas. 
Eleven  tenders  were  received  for  the  work,  and  that  of  Mr.  W.  J.  Ballard, 
of  Broadstairs,  for  £1  1,822  0s.  6d.,  was  accepted. 
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0 The  scheme  was  slightly  modified  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and 
the  work  is  now  in  hand  and  will  be  completed  by  the  end  of  March, 

1 936.  With  the  completion  of  this  work  the  Council  will  have  provided 
main  drainage  for  practically  the  whole  of  the  area,  which  will  facilitate 
the  making  up  of  private  streets  and  the  abolition  of  cesspools  in  the 
District.

Fifty-four  cessools  have  been  abolished  during  the 
premises  connected  to  the  public  sewer. 

Public  Cleansing. 

Dry  refuse  is  collected  by  horse-drawn  vehicles  and  disposed  of  by 
salvage  and  incineration.  From  the  Nurging  Homes  and  Schools  it  is 
collected  three  time?  weekly;  from  the  Hotels  and  Boarding  Houses  daily 
during  the  Summer,  and  twice  weekly  during  the  winter.  From 
dwelling-houses  it  is  collected  twice  weekly  throughout  the  year. 

The  amount  of  refuse  collected  during  the  year  ended  3 1 st  March 

1 935,  was  4,220  tons,  at  a total  cost  of  £1  ,695,  or  8s.  per  ton.  The  cost 
of  disposal  amounted  to  £1,351,  or  6s.  per  ton.  1 he  amount  re- 
covered from  salvage  was  £1  72. 

Th  ere  are  no  ashpits  in  the  Urb  an  District,  all  premises  having 
portable  dustbins.  Every  effort  is  made  to  see  that  these  are  kept  in 
order,  an  d 26  have  been  renewed  during  the  year  as  a result  of  notices 
served  upon  owners  or  occupiers  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  Urban  District  Council  arranged  with  Messrs.  Heenan  and 
Froude,  Engineers,  Worcester,  to  erect  a combined  salvage  and  incinera- 
tion plant  for  dealing  with  their  house  refuse,  and  the  works  came  into 
use  at  the  beginning  of  December  1 930.  The  incinerator  consists  of  two 
cells  or  furnaces  with  a common  combustion  chamber.  The  forced 
draught  system  consists  of  a motor-driven  centrifugal  fan.  The  com- 
bustion chamber  is  connected  with  an  all  brick  chimney  1 20  feet  high 
above  ground  level. 

It  was  found  that  a certain  amount  of  dust  was  being  emitted  from 
the  chimney,  and  to  obviate  any  nuisance  by  this  the  Council  installed 
a Water  Dust  Trap  in  1934,  between  the  combustion  chamber  and  the 
chimney  shaft.  This  work  was  also  carried  out  by  Messrs.  Heenan  and 
Froude. 

There  are  only  a few  houses  m the  Urban  District  with  pail-closets 
or  earth  closets;  these  are  on  the  outskirts  of  the  District,  and  are 
cleansed  by  the  occupiers,  the  contents  being  disposed  of  on  the  land. 
Where  cesspools  are  in  existence  the  occupiers  make  their  own  arrange- 
ments for  having  them  emptied,  the  Council  loaning  their  pumping 
plant  for  this  purpose;  the  contents  are  disposed  of  on  farm  lands.

The  Local  Authority  are  not  a Shops  Act  Authority,  except  for 
parts  of  Section  1 0 and  Section  13  ( 3 ) , the  duties  of  which  fall  upon 
a Sanitary  Authority. 

Under  these  provisions  an  inspection  has  been  made  or  288  shops 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  the  particulars  relating  thereto  entered 
in  a register  kept  for  this  purpose. 
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It  was  found  that  2 7 shops  were  without  suitable  and  suffi 
sanitary  conveniences  on  the  premises,  and  that  owing  to  restricted 
accommodation  it  was  not  practicable  to  provide  sufficient  conveniences 
th  ere,  but  that  accommodation  was  available  at  a reasonable  distance,  so 
a certificate  of  exemption  from  the  provisions  of  Section  10  (2)  of  the 
Act  was  granted  in  each  case.  Ventilation  was  improved  at  five  shops, 
and  additional  sanitary  conveniences  provided  at  two  shops. 

At  the  time  the  survey  of  the  shops  was  completed  it  was  found 
that  33  shops  were  unoccupied;  these  are  being  kept  under  observation, 
and  as  they  become  occupied  are  inspected. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

The  re  are  few  manufactories  in  the  Urban  District,  and  it  has  not 
been  found  necessary  to  take  any  action,  as  no  nuisances  have  been 
caused  by  the  emission  of  smoke. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  are  seven  swimming  pools  used  in  connection  with  Private 
Schools  in  the  District,  and  one  public  swimming  pool  at  the  Grand 
Hotel.  The  water  for  these  pools  is  taken,  by  arrangement  with  the 
Water  Engineer,  from  the  Town  mains. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  owners  of  the  pools  for 
frequent  inspection  and  for  taking  samples  of  the  water  during  the 
summer  months  when  they  are  in  use. 

Schools. 

The  Elementary  Schools  have  been  visited  during  the  year. 

There  is  a large  number  of  private  Boarding  and  Day  Schools  in 
the  Urban  District,  about  2 1 Boarding  Schools  with  accommodation  for 
some  900  boarders,  and  a few  Day  Schools  accommodating  about  1 00 
pupils.  Four  of  the  Boarding  Schools  also  receive  day  pupils  and  accom- 
modate approximately  1 30  of  these  scholars.

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Town  Planning. 


On  the  9th  December,  ! 929,  the  Council  passed  a resolution  to 
prepare  a Town  Planning  Scheme  in  respect  of  an  area  approximately 
two-thirds  of  the  area  of  the  Urban  District. 


Then  on  the  22nd  September,  1930,  they,  passed  a resolution  to 
prepare  a Town  Planning  Scheme  in  respect  of  an  area  at  Kingsgate. 
The  two  schemes  were  combined,  the  total  area  dealt  with  being  2,138 
acres. 

* 

On  the  7th  November,  1 932,  the  Council  passed  a resolution 
adopting  a Preliminary  Statement  of  Proposals  for  Development. 

On  the  20th  April,  1933,  a local  Inquiry  was  held  by  an  inspector 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health  into  the  Council  s proposals. 

The  Preliminary  Statement  was  approved,  with  modifications,  by 
the  Minister  of  Health  on  the  23rd  March,  1934;  and  the  Draft  Planning 
Scheme  was  adopted  by  the  Council  on  the  18th  March,  1935. 

1 he  greater  part  of  the  area  of  the  scheme  is  zoned  so  as  to  permit 
of  the  erection  of  residential  buildings  and  private  schools  only,  except 
by  special  consent  of  the  Council.  Provision  is  made  for  a few  shopping 
areas.  1 he  number  of  dwelling-houses  to  be  allowed  per  acre  varies 
from  four  on  the  coast,  to  twelve  in  the  west  of  the  district,  half  of  the 
area  being  zoned  at  twelve  to  the  acre. 


Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds. 

An  encampment  situate  in  Camden  Road  consisting  of  eight  cara- 
vans and  three  tents  was  kept  under  observation  throughout  the  year. 
Two  of  the  caravans  are  served  by  an  “Elsan  ’ chemical  closet,  the 
remainder  have  pail  closets,  the  structures  of  which  are  of  wood.  Water 
is  obtained  from  three  standpipes  connected  to  the  Council  s water  main. 
The  tents  and  one  of  the  caravans  are  away  from  the  district  for  several 
months  of  the  year,  the  others  remain  on  the  site  all  the  year  round. 

Dur  mg  the  summer  months  a considerable  number  of  people  were 
found  to  be  camping  within  the  Urban  District,  chiefly  in  the  following 
areas:  Elmwood  Farm  and  Reading  Street,  Bromstone,  Whiteness  Road 
and  Kingsgate  A.venue.  Repeated  visits  were  made  to  123  tents 
marquees  and  caravans,  occupied  by  approximately  245  persons.  Little 
difficulty  was  experienced  with  the  organized  camps  of  Boy  Scouts  and 
similar  bodies,  but  in  several  instances  where  small  parties  were  camp- 
ing, informal  action  was  necessary  in  respect  of  dirty  surroundings  of  the 
tents,  and  improper  disposal  of  refuse.  Water  supplies  and  sanitary 
conveniences  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

One  case  of  Measles  occurred  in  one  of  the  camps. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


Milk  Supply:  Milk  and  Dairies  (Amendment)  Act,  1922. 


At  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  persons  registered  in  con- 
nection with  the  Milk  Supply  of  the  District  was  as  follows:

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^ The  re  were  6 new  additions  to  the  register  during  1935,  and  3 
persons  have  given  up  business  and  ceased  to  retail. 

The  6 producers  of  milk  in  the  District  are  registered  in  respect 
of  7 premises,  the  number  of  cows  kept  being  approximately  120. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-seven  visits  were  made  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  to  these  premises  during  the  year.  The  floor  of  one  cowshed 
has  been  reconstructed  and  properly  drained.  A cooling  room  to  the 
dairy  of  another  has  been  provided. 

The  premises  generally  have  been  kept  very  clean,  and  it  was 
found  unnecessary  to  take  any  action  with  respect  to  the  cleanliness  of 
cows,  cowsheds  or  utensils  used  in  the  production  or  storage  of  milk.

The  re  is  also  one  producer  licensed  by  the  Minister  of  Health  to 
produce  "Certified"  milk,  and  one  producer  licensed  to  produce  "Grade 
A (T.T.)  milk;  and  two  producers  licensed  to  produce  "Grade  A"  milk 
by  the  County  Council,  one  of  these  being  under  the  Accredited  Milk 
Scheme. 


Two  dairymen  have  Pasteurising  Plants  installed  and  are  licensed 
by  the  Local  Authority  to  pasteurise  and  to  sell  milk  as  "Pasteurised." 
Both  plants  are  of  the  "Holder"  type,  one  being  an  Aluminium  Plant 
and  Vessel  Company’s  "Tarbet  Positive  Holder,"  and  the  other  a 
Batch  Pasteuriser"  by  Messrs  Snelling,  Burnard  and  Co.,  Ltd.

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Of  the  23  samples  of  “Certified"  milk  21  proved  to  comply  with 
the  standard  laid  down  in  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1923, 
and  2 did  not  comply.  Two  samples  of  the  "Grade  A (T.T.)"  milk 
were  satisfactory  and  4 were  unsatisfactory.  Of  the  samples  of  the 
"Pasteurised"  milk  3 5 were  satisfactory  and  7 unsatisfactory.  The  result 
of  the  examination  of  2 7 samples  of  "Ordinary"  milk  showed  that  in 
eleven  the  number  of  Bacteria  per  c.c.  was  30,000  or  less,  in  four  the 
number  was  between  30,000  and  100,000,  in  two  it  was  between 
1 00,000  and  200,000,  and  in  ten  the  number  was  200,000  and  over. 
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fhe  producers  of  the  graded  milk  samples  which  proved  to  be  Un- 
satisfactory were  dealt  with  by  the  Licensing  Authorities.  The  producers 
and  retailers  of  the  samples  of  ordinary  milk  were  notified  of  the  results 
of  the  examination  o f all  samples. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  Police,  on  behalf  of  the  County 
Council  (the  Licensing  Authority),  took  7 samples  of  ‘Grade  A”  milk 
from  the  supply  of  a producer  within  the  Urban  District,  and  these  proved 
to  comply  with  the  required  standard. 

School  Milk. 

Also  on  behalf  of  the  Kent  Education  Committee  sixteen  samples 
of  the  milk  supplied  to  the  Elementary  Schools  in  the  Urban  District 
were  taken  by  the  School  Inquiry  Officer  during  the  year  for  Bacterio- 
logical Examination,  of  these  sixteen  samples  twelve  were  of  “Grade  A” 
standard  and  four  below  it.  Also  two  samples  were  sent  for  examination 
for  tuberculosis  and  both  proved  to  be  negative. 

Ice  Cream. 

Eight  samples  of  Ice  Cream  were  submitted  for  bacteriological

All  the  premises  have  been  visited  and  the  methods  of  production, 
storage  and  distribution  investigated;  advice  was  given  as  to  the  proper 
sterilization  of  all  utensils  and  materials  used. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods.— Slaughter  Houses. 

There  are  5 registered  Slaughter-houses  in  the  District.  Five 
hundred  and  sixty-five  visits  were  made  to  these  premises  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  during  the  year.  The  premises  generally  have  been  kept 
reasonably  clean;  only  in  one  instance  has  attention  had  to  be  called 
to  the  limewashing  of  the  slaughter-house  and  pens. 

Notice  was  served  upon  one  butcher  respecting  the  unsatisfactory 
condition  of  the  “ making-up  premises  adjoining  his  slaughter-house. 
A new  brick  structure  was  erected. 

The  butchers  have  given  every  assistance  in  the  detection  of 
diseased  and  un.sound  meat,  and  it  has  been  unnecessary  to  take  legal 
proceedings,  as  all  d iseased  and  unsound  meat  has  been  surrendered 
voluntarily. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933. 

1 his  Act  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  January,  1934,  but  prior 
to  this  date  the  Council  resolved  that  Section  1 of  the  Act  should  apply 
to  sheep,  ewes,  wetherg,  rams  and  lambs,  on  and  from  the  1st  January, 

1934. 
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1 welve  persons  are  licensed  in  accordance  with  Section  3 of  the  Act, 
to  slaughter  in  a slaughter-house  or  knacker  s yard,  all  the  licences  being 
renewable  on  the  31  st  December,  1936.

I he  total  weight  of  meat  destroyed  was  8 cwts.  1 st.  2 lb. 
Bakehouses. 

Th  ere  are  I 1 bakehouses  on  the  Register  of  the  Urban  District, 
of  these  two  are  underground  bakehouses.  Sixty-seven  visits  were 
made  to  these  premises  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  during  the  year.  Three 
of  the  occupiers  were  dealt  wi  th  informally  for  the  limewashing  of  the 
bakehouse. 

Fishmongers. 

The  collection  and  destruction  of  the  fish  offal  from  these  premises 
by  the  Council  has  continued  throughout  the  year,  and  has  proved 
satisfactory.  The  offal  is  stored  in  galvanized  iron  bins  with  covers 
pending  removal.  These  bins  are  collected  thrice  weekly,  and  a clean 
bin  left  at  the  premises.  The  full  bins  are  taken  direct  to  the  Refuse 
Destructor,  and  there  emptied  into  a special  chamber,  the  bins  being 
afterwards  washed  before  being  returned.  Very  few  complaints  have 
been  received  during  the  year,  and  every  effort  is  made  to  keep  the 
premises  clear  of  any  offensive  material. 

No  complaints  have  been  received  during  the  year  against  the 
disposal  of  offal  by  fish  hawkers  coming  into  the  district  from  outside 
areas.

Supply  of  Serum. 

Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  is  provided  by  the  Council  free  of  charge  and 
supplied  to  medical  practitioners  for  the  use  of  the  poorer  inhabitants 
of  the  District,  in  accordance  with  the  “ Diphtheria  Anti  toxin  (Outside 
London  ) Ord  er,  1 9 10.”  A supply  is  kept  at  the  Sanitary  Inspector  s 
Office  and  also  at  the  County  Police  Station. 

Verminous  Persons. 

f here  are  facilities  for  the  cleansing  of  verminous  persons  in  the 
District  at  the  Disinfecting  Station,  an  d th  sir  belongings  can  be  disin- 
fected in  the  steam  disinfector. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

During  the  year  36  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  in  the  Urban 
District,  1 3 in  nine  private  families;  1 8 in  six  Convalescent  Homes;  4 
in  four  private  boarding  schools;  and  one  in  a Children\s  Home.  Two 
of  the  cases  in  one  private  family  were  “ Return  ” cases,  the  three 
patients  all  being^  nursed  at  home,  as  was  also  a patient  in  another 
private  family.  I he  remaining  32  cases,  with  the  exception  of  the  four 
notified  in  the  private  boarding  schools,  who  were  nursed  in  the  Sana- 
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to  attached  to  the  Schools,  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  for 
treatment,  27  to  the  Isle  of  1 hanet  Joint  Hospital  and  one  to  a Fever 
Hospital  of  the  London  County  Council.  No  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
were  notified  in  private  families  during  the  last  quarter  of  the  year. 

Diphtheria. 

1 hirty-nine  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified,  33  in  four  Convale- 
scent Homes,  5 in  three  private  families,  and  1 in  a private  boarding 
school.  As  a result  of  swabbing  the  contacts  of  the  cases,  20  ‘carriers’ 
were  found  in  one  Convalescent  Home.  1 hirty-seven  of  the  cases  and 
two  “ carriers  were  removed  to  the  Isle  of  Thanet  Joint  Isolation 
Hospital  for  treatment;  the  others  (two  cases  and  18  “carriers”  all  in 
one  Convalescent  Home)  were  isolated  in  the  Sanatorium  attached  to 
the  Home.  There  was  also  a “carrier’  found  in  another  Convalescent 
Home,  who  was  removed  to  one  of  the  London  County  Council’s 
Isolation  Hospitals. 

Twenty-four  of  the  39  cases  notified  during  the  year  occurred  in 
one  Convalescent  Home.  Unfortunately  one  of  these  children  died  in 
Hospital. 

Dysentery. 

Th  e case  of  Dysentery  was  notified  in  a Convalescent  Home  and 
was  isolated  and  treated  in  the  Sanatorium  attached  to  the  Home. 

Paratyphoid. 

A case  of  Paratyphoid  occurred  in  a Convalescent  Home  and  was 
treated  in  the  Sanatorium  attached  to  the  Home,  and  recovered. 
Fortunately  there  was  no  spread  of  the  disease.  1 he  source  of  infection 
could  not  be  traced,  but  the  illness  must  have  been  due  to  the  consump- 
tion by  this  particular  child  of  some  contaminated  food. 

Encephalitis  Lethargica. 

One  case  of  Encephalitis  Lethargica  was  notified,  a woman  of  80 
years  of  age;  she  was  treated  at  home  and  died  the  day  after  receipt  of 
the  notification. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis. 

Th  e case  of  Poliomyelitis  was  a boy  of  5 years  of  age,  and  he  was 
removed  to  the  Isle  of  Thanet  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  for  treatment. 

Chickenpox. 

Of  the  68  cases  of  Chickenpox  notified  during  the  year,  36 
occurred  in  one  private  boarding  school;  I 7 in  five  Convalescent  Flomes; 
and  I 5 in  fourteen  private  families. 

Non-notifiable  Diseases. 

During  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  an  outbreak  of  Mumps  took 
place,  affecting  chiefly  the  St.  Peter’s  portion  of  the  District.

Disinfection. 

Premises.  1 he  disinfection  of  premises  is  carried  out  after  all 
cases  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases,  or  any  other  diseases  where  the 
medical  practitioner  especially  desires  disinfection;  also  after  deaths  from 
notifiable  and  non-notifiable  diseases,  and  other  causes  if  deemed 
neces.sary. 

The  two  main  methods  adopted  for  the  disinfection  of  rooms  are  by 
gaseous  and  liquid  disinfectants.  As  to  which  is  used  is  a matter  of 
expediency.  Formalin  gas  is  used  for  the  former,  and  for  liquid  disin- 
fection a formalin  4spray  is  used. 

Two  hundred  and  eighty-two  rooms  have  been  disinfected  during 
the  year. 

Bedding  and  Clothing. — I his  is  carried  out  at  the  Council’s 
Disinfecting  Station.  Infected  clothing,  etc.,  is  removed  in  a special  van 
before  the  disinfection  of  the  premises. 

A Washington-Lyons  disinfecting  apparatus  is  used  for  this  work. 
Leather  goods,  etc.,  which  do  not  stand  steam  disinfection  are  set  aside 
and  treated  oy  the  gaseous  method.  Books  are  either  destroyed  or  dis- 
infected by  the  gaseous  method. 

One  hundred  and  forty-one  parcels  of  bedding  have  been  steam 
disinfected  during  the  year.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  A Fiji  V 
Model  Bye-Laws  for  Hop-Pickers,  and  Pickers  of  Fruit  and  Vegetables. 

In  August,  1935,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  recommended  to 
the  Fffiblic  Health  Committee  of  the  Rural  District  Council  the  desir- 
ability of  the  Council  adopting  the  Model  Bye-laws  XX,  which  were 
issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  1931  for  securing  the  decent  lodging 
and  accommodation  of  persons  engaged  in  hop-picking,  or  in  the  picking 
of  fruit  and  vegetables;  having  considered  the  matter  tFie  Committee 
resolved  to  recommend  the  Council  to  adopt  these  Bye-laws. 

Hop-Pickers’  Encampments. 

Visits  were  paid  to  the  Hop-Pickers’  Encampments  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector  before  occupation,  and 
certain  improvements  and  alterations  were  ordered  to  be  carried  out. 
Visits  were  also  paid  during  the  occupation  of  the  Encampments,  which 
were  found  in  a fairly  satisfactory  state  on  the  whole. 

Th  ere  are  10  Encampments  with  about  450  huts. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA, 


Water. 

The  Rural  District  Council  have  given  serious  consideration  to  the 
water  supply  of  the  District  during  the  3/ear.  On  the  1 2th  June,  an 
Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  visited  the  District.  He  came  down 
to  discuss  the  position  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Government  were 
making  grants  to  Rural  Districts  towards  the  cost  of  the  improvement 
in  their  water  supplies. 

Four  samples  were  taken  during  the  second  quarter  of  the  year 
from  wells  in  the  District,  three  of  these  showed  distinct  evidence  of 
pollution,  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  recommended  that  notices 
should  be  exhibited  to  the  effect  that  the  water  from  these  wells  should 
be  boiled  before  being  used  for  drinking  purposes.  In  the  fourth  case 
the  report  showed  the  water  was  unsatisfactory.  During  the  third 
quarter,  eleven  samples  of  well  water  were  sent  to  the  County  Laboratory 
for  bacteriological  examination,  seven  proved  to  be  unsuitable  for  drink- 
ing purposes,  two  unsatisfactory,  one  passable  and  one  not  altogether 
satisfactory.  Similar  notices  were  posted  in  connection  with  the  polluted 
wells  recommending  the  water  should  be  boiled.  In  the  fourth  quarter 
three  samples  of  well  water  were  taken,  two  proved  to  be  unsuitable  for 
drinking  purposes,  and  one  was  considered  satisfactory. 

The  water  supply  of  the  Parish  of  Stodmarsh,  which  is  obtained 
from  the  public  well,  has  been  .shown  to  be  unsatisfactory,  and  the  Public 
Health  Committee  have  the  matter  under  consideration. 

The  water  supply  of  those  parts  of  the  Parish  of  Chislet  which  is 
obtained  from  private  wells  is  also  unsatisfactory,  and  the  Public  Health 
Committee  have  had  under  consideration  the  best  means  of  providing 
an  adequate  supply  of  pure  water,  and  for  this  purpose  they  have 
approached  the  Herne  Bay  Water  Company  and  the  Canterbury  Gas 
and  Water  Company. 

The  provision  of  a water  supply  for  the  Parish  of  Lower  Hardres 
was  under  the  consideration  of  the  Council  at  the  end  of  the  year,  with 
a view  to  a supply  being  obtained  from  the  Canterbury  Gas  and  Water 
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Col^any.  The  Council  approached  the  Kent  County  Council  in  order 
to  obtain  a grant  towards  the  cost,  and  at  the  meeting  of  the  County 
Council  in  February,  1936,  it  was  resolved  that  a grant  equivalent  to 
that  which  may  be  made  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  but  not  exceeding 
£450  be  made  to  the  Bridge-Blean  Rural  District  Council  in  respect  of 
thi.s  scheme.  The  Ministry’s  grant  is  conditional  on  the  District  Council 
and  the  County  Council  each  undertaking  to  make  a contribution 
equivalent  to  the  Exchequer  Grant. 

At  a meeting  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  on  the  1 1 th  Decem- 
ber, a letter  was  read  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  with  regard  to  a 
petition  sent  to  the  Ministry  complaining  of  the  inadequate  supply  of 
water  at  Calcott  Hill,  Sturry,  asking  for  the  observations  of  the  Council 
and  a report  from  the  Medical  Officer  o f Health  ; as  a result  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  with  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  made  an  inspection  of  this 
area  and  prepared  a report  which  was  forwarded  to  the  Ministry. 

1 flirty-five  houses  in  New  Houses  Lane  and  Iffin  Lane  in  the  Parish 
of  I hanington  Without  have  been  connected  to  the  main  of  the  Canter- 
bury Gas  and  Water  Company.  A sample  of  the  water  supplied  by 
this  company  was  taken  for  examination  and  found  to  be  very  good.

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

1 he  Council  have  given  much  consideration  to  the  question  of 
sewerage  of  their  District  during  the  year.  1 here  are  only  two  sewerage 
schemes  in  operation,  one  for  the  Parish  of  Plarbledown  and  one  for 
the  Village  of  Hersden  situated  in  the  Parish  of  Westbere.  1 he  rest  of 
the  sewage  disposal  in  the  District  is  by  means  of  privies,  pail  closets 
or  W.C.s,  and  drains  to  cesspools. 

Harbledqwn  Sewerage  Scheme. 

As  regards  the  Plarbledown  sewerage  scheme,  these  Works,  which 
are  situated  on  low  lying  ground  at  the  south  of  the  Parish,  were  con- 
structed many  years  ago  and  have  been  in  an  unsatisfactory  condition 
for  a long  time.  1 hey  were  reported  on  adversely  by  the  previous 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  from  time  to 
time.  Feeling  that  the  condition  could  not  be  allowed  to  continue  when  he 
took  office,  the  present  Medical  Officer  of  Health  advised  the  Sanitary  In- 
spector to  present  a report  to  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  this  he  did 
on  the  1 4th  November,  1 934,  and  on  the  advice  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  the  Council  decided  to  engage  the  services  of  Mr.  E.  C.  Bartlett, 
M.lnst.C.E.,  to  give  a general  opinion  as  to  the  capacity  and  efficiency 
of  the  Sewage  Works.  A report  was  presented  by  him  to  the  Public 
Health  Committee,  on  the  13th  February,  1935.  On  the  25th  April  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  attended,  with  other  officials  and  members  of 
the  Council,  at  the  Municipal  Offices,  Canterbury,  and  met  members  of 
the  City  Council  and  discussed  the  sewerage  for  the  Parish  of  Harble- 
down,  which  adjoins  the  City  boundary.  Mr.  Bartlett  unfortunately 
died  on  the  2nd  August,  and  after  his  death  the  Council  engaged 
Mr.  F.  W.  S.  Stanton,  M.lnst.C.E.,  to  advise  them.  He  advised  that  the 
existing  Sewage  Disposal  Works  should  be  remodelled  to  deal  with  the  dry 
weather  flow  of  at  least  20,000  gallons  per  day,  and  he  proposed  that 
the  sewage  from  the  pumped  area  of  the  Parish  should  be  taken  into  the 
Canterburj/  sewer.  He  thought  that  the  remodelled  Works  should  last 
1 0 years  without  further  extension.  One  advantage  of  this  scheme  is 
the  abolition  of  the  present  Pumping  Station. 

1 he  Council  also  arranged  for  Mr.  Stanton  to  prepare  a report  to 
deal  with  the  drainage  of  Sturry  and  the  District  west  of,  and  including 
Hersden;  he  attended  a meeting  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  on  the 
I 1 th  September  and  discussed  the  scheme.  He  presented  this  report 
on  the  1 4th  January,  1936,  when  it  was  considered  by  the  Public  Health 
Committee. 

Hersden  Sewage  Disposal. 

1 he  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Hersden,  which  are  situated  in  the 
Colliery  on  the  south  side  of  the  main  Canterbury-Margate  Road,  were 
installed  ;some  seven  years  ago  as  a temporary  expedient  for  dealing  with 
the  sewage  of  the  Colliery  village.  I he  effluent  from  these  Works  dis- 
charges into  the  River  Stour.  In  March,  the  disposal  beds  were  re-con- 
structed under  the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  Complaints 
have  been  received  of  the  nature  of  the  effluent.  Had  it  not  been  for 
the  need  of  economy  in  1931,  a scheme  for  the  sewering  of  the  Parishes 
of  Sturry,  Westbere  and  Chislet,  which  would  have  included  the  village 
of  Hersden  and  the  village  of  Upstreet,  by  means  of  a main  sewer  laid 
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cjpig  the  Canterbury-Margate  Road,  and  discharging  to  disposal  works 
on  the  marshes,  would  by  this  time  have  been  in  operation,  and  the 
Hersden  Works  would  have  ceased  to  exist. 

Upstreet  Sewage  Disposal. 

Many  complaints  have  been  received  with  regard  to  the  disposal  of 
sewage  in  the  village  of  Upstreet.  1 he  Medical  Officer  of  Health  re- 
ported to  the  Blean  Rural  District  Council  on  the  8th  March,  I 928,  on 
the  condition  of  this  area,  and  then  suggested  the  motor  cesspool  emptier 
be  purchased.  He  reported  on  the  9th  August,  1934,  to  the  Bridge- 
Blean  Rural  District  Council  with  regard  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  this 
village,  which  at  that  time  consisted  of  about  1 00  houses,  including  shops 
and  St.  Mary  s College,  in  which  about  60  persons  lived.  On  the  1 7th  June, 
he  made  a general  survey  of  the  village  with  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and 
as  a result  the  Sanitary  Inspector  prepared  a report,  in  which  he  made  the 
suggestion  that  the  ditch  on  the  north  side  of  the  village  should  be  piped  in 
with  a 9"  pipe,  and  that  this  be  carried  to  some  distance  below  the 
village  to  low  lying  land  where  a small  septic  tank  system  could  be 
constructed.  He  estimated  the  approximate  cost  to  be  £1 ,500. 

Sturry  Central  School— Sewage  Disposal. 

Difficulties  have  arisen  in  connection  with  the  disposal  of  sewage 
from  the  new  Central  School  built  at  Sturry,  which  was  opened  on  the 
l§t  July,  with  an  attendance  of  180  children,  but  which  will  accommo- 
date 350  children.  When  the  School  was  officially  opened  on  the  14th 
Dec  ember  there  were  206  children  attending. 

Two  cesspools  holding  I I ,000  gallons  were  constructed  when  the 
school  was  built,  and  owing  to  the  amount  of  sewage  to  be  dealt  with 
from  the  automatic  flushing  of  the  sanitary  conveniences  and  the  fact 
that  the  School  is  open  in  the  evening  for  Evening  Classes,  and  that  a 
canteen  i4s  in  use,  the  cesspools  require  frequent  emptying.  As  it  was 
not  possible  for  the  Rural  District  Council  to  undertake  this  work! 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  agreed  that  as  a temporary  measure 
the  contents  of  the  cesspools  might  be  pumped  on  to  an  area 
of  arable  land  on  the  School  premises,  but  that  this  should 
be  discontinued  before  the  winter;  and  on  the  1st  January, 
1936,  he  wrote  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Rural  District  Council  to  say  that  the 
land  adjoining  the  buildings  on  to  which  the  sewage  had  been  pumped 
since  the  summer  was  not,  in  his  opinion,  in  a condition  to  deal  with  it. 
Various  methods  were  considered  for  disposing  of  the  sewage,  but  at 
the  time  of  writing  (March,  1936)  no  scheme  had  been  decided  upon. 
This  School  is  situated  on  the  north  side  of  the  main  Canterbury- 
Margate  Road,  and  the  land  on  which  it  i4s  built  is  liable  to  become 
water-logged. 

Tonford  Lane  Area:  Sewage  Disposal. 

A complaint  was  received  in  May,  1934,  with  regard  to  the 
drainage  of  this  area  in  the  Parish  of  Thanington  Without,  and  again  at 
the  beginning  of  193  5 complaints  were  received  particularly  with  regard 
to  the  disposal  of  sewage  from  ten  houses  on  the  left-hand  side  of 
Tonford  Lane,  which  had  been  constructed  about  18  months  previously, 
it  being  alleged  that  sewage  discharged  into  the  River  Stour  from  these 
houses.  On  the  25th  March,  1935,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
visited  this  part  of  the  District,  and  again  on  the  5th  April.  On  the 
I 0th  April  the  matter  was  considered  by  the  Public  Health  Committee. 
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On  the  8th  May  the  Deputy  County  Medical  Officer  paid  a visit  to  aie 
area  with  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  On 
the  1 5th  May,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  prepared  a report  on  the 
matter  and  this  was  considered  by  the  Public  Health  Committee  the 
same  day;  it  wag  also  considered  by  the  Thanington  Without  Parish 
Council. 

Owing  to  the  heavy  rains  during  December,  1935  and  January, 
I 936,  the  River  Stour  became  very  full  , and  the  low  lying  land  adjoining 
it  at  the  bottom  of  the  Lane  became  water-logged,  in  consequence  the 
drainage  from  the  lower  houses  became  impeded.  Steps  were  taken  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  to  deal  with  the  conditions  which  had  arisen,  and 
temporary  measures  were  carried  out  by  the  owner  of  the  property.  It 
is  very  unfortunate  that  houses  were  built  in  this  area,  and  although  the 
provision  of  a motor  cesspool  emptier  will  be  an  advantage  in  dealing 
with  the  conditions  which  prevail  in  this  area,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  it 
will  eventually  be  drained  into  the  Canterbury  City  sewers. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

No  reports  of  river  pollution  were  received  during  the  year,  and 
the  condition  of  the  water  at  Fordwich  is  better  than  formerly^

Public  Cleansing. 

In  eight  Parishes  in  the  old  Bridge  District,  viz.:  Barham,  Bridge, 
Chartham,  Fordwich,  Harbledown,  Ickham,  Littlebourne  and  Petham, 
the  Council  have  had  a scheme  for  scavenging  and  cesspool  emptying  in 
operation  for  about  six  years,  motor  vehicles  being  employed.  In  other 
parts  of  the  Bridge-Blean  Rural  District  Contractors  are  employed  for 
scavenging  and  cesspool  emptying,  except  in  the  Parishes  of  Sturry  and 
Westbere,  where  the  work  is  done  by  the  Council.  All  this  work  is 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  a large  portion  of 
his  time  is  devoted  to  this  important  duty. 

The  Council  have  had  under  consideration  gome  1 0 different 
schemes  for  the  scavenging  of  their  District,  but  finally  they  resolved  to 
scavenge  15  Parishes,  five  in  addition  to  those  above  mentioned,  viz: 
Blean,  Chislet,  Hackington,  Hoath  and  Thanington  Without;  and  for 
this  purpose  they  applied  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  a loan  to  borrow 
the  sum  of  £2,685  for  the  purchase  of  vehicles  for  refuse  collection,  etc., 
and  a Ministry  of  Health  Inquiry  was  held  on  the  27th  February,  1936, 
hy  J.  C.  Dawes,  Lsq.,  O.B.E.,  an  Inspector  of  the  Ministry,  when  it  was 
explained  that  the  pails  would  be  emptied  twice  a week,  ashes  once  a 
week,  and  cesspools  when  necessary,  and  not  more  than  once  in  two 
months,  except  in  Sturry,  where  the  ashes  will  be  emptied  twice  a week. 
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1 he  Sanitary  Inspector  writes  as  foil  ows : 


“ No  genuine  complaints  have  been  received  from  the  eight 
scavenged  Parishes  on  the  Bridge  side.  Complaints  which  have  been 
received  from  the  Sturry  side  have  been  attended  to  as  soon  as  possible 
after  receipt.  It  is  surprising  to  me  that  the  scavenging  here  has  gone 
on  so  well  as  it  has,  considering  the  extremely  wet  weather,  the  lack 
of  tackle,  etc.  About  5,000  cesspools  have  been  emptied  in  the  District 
during  the  year.” 


Disposal  of  Contents  of  Cesspools,  Pails,  Etc. 

I he  Parishes  of  Blean,  Chiclet,  Hackington  and  Hoath  have  no 
pail  collections;  cesspools  are  emptied  by  Contractor  with  horse  tackle, 
a very  slow  and  antiquated  method.  The  Contractor  finds  it  difficult  to 
obtain  suitable  men  for  the  work  and  there  is  ever  increasing  difficulty 
in  obtaining  suitable  dumping  grounds. 

In  the  Parishes  of  Sturry  and  We.stbere  cesspools  are  emptied  by 
means  of  a 400  gallon  Fordson  Pump,  the  property  of  the  Council.  As 
mentioned  before,  a scheme  of  main  drainage  for  these  two  Parishes  is 
under  consideration,  and  is  badly  needed,  particularly  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  village  of  Sturry  is  a closely  built  area,  and  also  because 
j5ome  of  the  houses  are  provided  with  pail  closets,  which  are  objection- 
able. I hey  are  emptied  by  the  cesspool  lorry  and  the  contents 
deposited  at  Fordwich. 

In  Broad  Oak,  a portion  of  the  Parish  of  Sturry,  a pail  collection 
was  inaugurated  by  the  Council  as  a temporary  measure  in  February, 

1 936. 

Scavenging. 

Household  refuse  m the  Parishes  of  Blean,  Chislet,  Hackington, 
floatn,  Sturry  and  Westbere,  is  collected  by  one  Contractor;  and  the 
household  refuse  in  the  Parishes  of  Bridge,  Fittlebourne,  Ickharn,  Barham 
and  I'ordwich,  is  collected  by  another  Contractor. 

Dumps. 

The  situation  of  the  refuse  dumps  is  as  follows; — ■ 

Fordwich. — Here  are  deposited  ashes  from  the  Parishes  formerly 
in  the  old  Blean  District,  and  from  the  Parishes  of  Ickharn,  Fittlebourne 
and  Fordwich. 

Cesspool  contents  from  all  these  Parishes  except  Hackington  and 
Blean.

It  is  proposed  to  enlarge  the  Garage  at  Bridge,  adjoining  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  s Office,  if  the  proposed  scavenging  scheme  is 
approved  by  the  Minister  of  Health,  so  that  all  the  vehicles  can  be 
housed  there.

Th  ere  are  1 I 2 shops  in  the  District,  of  which  36  have  assistants. 
All  the  shops  were  inspected,  but  no  action  was  found  to  be  necessary 
under  the  Act. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

1 here  are  two  swimming  pools  used  in  connection  with 
Schools  in  the  District;  arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  owners 
o f the  pools  for  inspection  and  for  taking  samples  of  water  during  the 
summer  months  when  they  are  in  use. 


Schools. 

In  the  Rural  District  there  are  three  Boarding  Schools  with 
accommodation  for  some  200  boy.s.  Two  of  these  Schools  also  have 
accommodation  for  about  1 50  day  boys. 

There  are  also  21  Elementary  Schools  ( 1 1 Church  of  England  and 
10  Council).  All  these  Schools  have  been  inspected  during  the  year 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

As  a result  of  an  inspection  made  of  the  Bridge  and  Patrixbourne 
C/E  School,  he  communicated  with  the  School  Medical  Officer  con- 
cerning certain  sanitary  defects,  which  in  hi^  opinion  required  remedying. 

Then  as^a  result  of  an  inspection  at  Lower  Hardres  C/E  School, 
he  wrote  to  the  School  Medical  Officer  and  called  his  attention  to  the 
hooding  of  the  playground.  I his  matter  was  afterwards  dealt  with  by 
the  Surveyor  of  the  Rural  District  Council. 

Fie  found  that  the  sanitary  conditions  at  Wickhambreaux  C /E 
School  could  not  be  considered  altogether  satisfactory,  lavatory  accom- 
modation quite  insufficient.  A letter  was  written  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  to  the  School  Medical  Officer. 

At  Chislet  School  the  water  supply  has  been  unsatisfactory  for 
many  years. 

The  conditions  at  Petham  C/E  School  are  unsatisfactory  and 
arrangements  are  being  made  for  a new  School  to  be  erected. 

Womenswold  School  was  visited  and  a letter  written  by  the  Medical 

Offic si  of  Health  to  the  School  Medical  Officer  with  regard  to  certain 
defects. 
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A new  Central  School  has  been  erected  at  Sturry,  the  building  being 
completed  and  opened  on  the  1st  July,  with  accommodation  for  350 
children.  The  official  opening  took  place  on  the  1 4th  December,  when 
206  children  were  in  attendance,  as  mentioned  before.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply. 

• 4-L  ^0°^  kas. been  directed  to  the  production  of  clean  milk 

m the  Kurai  District  during  the  year,  and  improvements  have  been 
carried  out  in  various  cowsheds. 
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Visits  to  the  District  in  connection  with  the  Accredited. 
Scheme  were  paid  by  the  County  Agricultural  Organizer,  and  at  the 
beginning  of  1936  the  County  Veterinary  Officer  commenced  a weekly 
inspection  of  all  the  cows  and  cowsheds  in  the  Rural  District. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  writes  as  follows: 

“ Extra  duties  have  been  imposed  upon  the  department  by  the 
Accredited  Milk  Scheme.  The  County  Council  asked  for  samples  of 
milk  to  be  taken  and  3 I have  been  taken  since  the  beginning 
of  the  Scheme,  also  about  1 30  extra  journeys  have  been  neces- 
sary in  connection  with  improvements  to  bring  the  premises  up  to  Grade 
A standard.  The  milk  samples  from  the  morning’s  milk  have  in  most 
cases  to  be  taken  before  7.30  a.m.” 

At  the  close  of  the  year  the  number  of  persons  registered  under  the 
Milk  and  Dairies  (Amendment)  Act,  1922,  was  as  follows:—

Examination  of  Samples. 

1 hree  reports  were  received  on  samples  of  milk  sent  to  the  County 
Laboratory  for  examination  for  tubercle,  and  these  proved  to  be  nega- 
tive. Then  a sample  of  milk  as  supplied  to  one  of  the  Schools  in  this 
District  was  found  to  be  tubercle  infected;  the  County  Veterinary  Officer 
therefore  visited  the  cowsheds  and  examined  the  cows  producing  the 
milk,  46  in  number;  twelve  samples  of  milk  were  taken  from  this  herd 
and  examined  for  tubercle,  and  they  all  gave  negative  results.

Forty-two  .samples  of  School  Milk  were  taken  during  the  year  by  the 
School  Inquiry  Officer  and  sent  to  the  County  Laboratory  for  bacterio- 
logical examination,  35  gave  satisfactory  results  and  7 were  unsatisfac- 
tory; in  the  case  of  the  latter  steps  were  taken  to  improve  the  supplies. 
Twenty-three  samples  were  sent  to  the  Laboratory  for  inoculation  tests 
for  tubercle  baccilli  and  found  to  be  negative. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  20  men  were  licensed  to  slaughter  animals 
in  slaughter-houses  in  the  District,  the  licences  to  expire  on  the  3 1 st 
December,  1936. 

1 here  are  1 3 slaughter-houses  in  the  Rural  District,  of  which  five 
of  the  occupiers  are  licensed  annually.  The  premises  are  inspected 
regularly,  as  far  as  possible  when  killing  is  taking  place,  and  3 tons  2 
qrs.  7 lbs.  of  meat  was  condemned  for  various  causes.  During  the  year 
2 1 ! inspections  were  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  his  Assistant. 

Bakehouses. 

I here  are  20  Bakehouses  in  the  Rural  District,  these  are  visited  from 
time  to  time,  and  in  four  instances  improvements  were  suggested  and 
carried  out. 

Adulteration  of  Food. 

The  Adulteration  of  T ood  Regulations  are  administered  by  the 
County  Council  in  the  Rural  District. 

Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Examination  of  Food. 

These  examinations  are  carried  out  at  the  County  Laboratory, 
Maidstone. 


PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  AND 

OTHER  DISEASES. 


Supply  of  Serum. 

Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  is  provided  by  the  Council  free  of  charge  and 
supplied  to  medical  practitioners  for  the  use  of  the  poorer  inhabitants 
of  the  district,  m accordance  with  the  Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  (Outside 
London)  Order,  1910.”  A supply  is  kept  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Verminous  Persons. 

There  aie  no  facilities  m this  District  for  the  cleansing  and  disinfec- 
tion of  verminous  persons  and  their  belongings. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

During  the  year  2 7 cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  in  the  Rural 
District  26  in  19  private  families  and  one  in  the  Chartham  Mental 
Hospital.  Jeven  patients  were  removed  to  the  Bekesbourne 
Sanatorium,  1 6 to  the  Eastry  Isolation  Hospital,  3 were  isolated  at  home 
and  one  isolated  in  a ward  at  the  Chartham  Mental  Hospital.  There  was 
one  Return  case  during  the  last  quarter  of  the  year. 
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Diphtheria. 


Seventeen  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified,  1 1 in  eight  private 
families,  5 in  a Boys  Boarding  School,  and  one  in  the  Hopper  Huts  at 
Chartham.  Sixteen  of  the  patients  and  a “ carrier  ” found  in  the  Boys’ 
Boarding  School,  were  removed  to  the  Eastry  Isolation  Hospital  for 
treatment,  where  one  unfortunately  died,  and  one  patient  was  removed 
to  the  Herne  Bay  and  Whitstable  Isolation  Hospital. 

Puerperal  Fever. 

The  two  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  notified  were  removed  to  the  Kent 
and  Canterbury  Hospital,  where  one  unfortunately  died,  having  con- 
tracted Diphtheria  whilst  in  the  Hospital.

Chartham  Mental  Hospital. 

This  Institution  has  accommodation  for  1,501  patients,  732  males 
and  769  females.  There  is  a resident  staff.  Medical,  Nursing  and 
Domestic,  of  143  and  a non-resident  staff  of  16  7,  making  a total  of 
patients  and  staff 1,712. 

I here  is  no  accommodation  provided  in  this  Institution  for  isolating 
cases  of  infectious  disease  occurring  among  patients  or  staff.  It  appears 
that  the  Rural  District  Council  are  not  responsible  for  providing  isolation 
accommodation  for  cases  of  infectious  disease  occurring  in  the  Mental 
Hospital;  although  no  doubt  cases  occurring  among  the  staff  might  be 
admitted  to  the  Eastry  Isolation  Hospital  on  payment  if  accommodation 
were  available,  the  question  of  isolating  mental  cases  presents  serious 
difficulties.  Fortunately  in  the  history  of  this  Institution  very  little  in- 
fectious disease  has  ever  occurred.

DISINFECTION. 


In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  disinfector  belonging  to  the  Rural 
District  Council  was  found  no  longer  fit  for  use,  as  directed  by  the  Public 
Health  Committee,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  considered  temporary 
arrangements  which  could  be  made  for  the  carrying  out  of  disinfection 
of  bedding,  etc.,  and  he  reported  on  the  21st  June  that  the  Herne 
Bay  Urban  District  Council  were  prepared  to  agree  to  disinfect  articles  of 
bedding,  etc.,  at  a cost  of  i 5s.  per  batch.  It  was  decided  to  recommend 
the  Council  to  adopt  this  proposal. 

1 he  Sanitary  Inspector  reports  as  follows: — 

“ Bedding  is  disinfected  by  the  Herne  Bay  Urban  District  Council 
at  the  rate  of  1 5s.  per  batch.  Twenty-eight  disinfections  were  done  by 
that  Authority  in  six  months  at  a cost  of  £2  1 . This  figure  added  to  the 
extra  cost  of  mileage  would  have  helped  considerably  to  pay  for  a dis- 
infecting apparatus  at  a central  position.” 

In  December  a second-hand  motor  van  was  purchased  for  the 
purpose  of  removing  articles  of  bedding,  etc.,  to  the  disinfector.  This 
has  hitherto  been  carried  out  in  a motor  lorry  which  was  hired,  or  in 
the  ambulance  of  the  Eastry  Rural  District  Council,

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 

Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes. 

F°  action  was  taken  during  the  hrst  quarter  of  the  year  under  the 
Nursing  Homes  Registration  Act,  1927;  on  the  1st  April,  when  the  Isle 
of  Fhanet  Rural  District  ceased  to  exist,  the  three  Nursing  Homes  which 
were  on  the  Rural  District  Council’s  register  then  came  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Margate  Borough  Council.  The  total  number  of  beds  in 
the  three  Homes  was: 

Maternity— 3.  Others— 20. 

The  Homes  were  visited  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  during  the 
quarter. 
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IVlWTUARY,  Birchington. 

At  a meeting  of  the  Rural  District  Council  on  the  20th  December, 
1934,  the  question  of  the  provision  of  a mortuary  for  the  Parish  of 
Birchington  was  discussed,  and  it  was  resolved  that  a building  used  as 
a store  by  the  Surveyor  in  Minnis  Road  should  be  converted  into  a 
mortuary,  and  that  a corrugated  iron  building  should  be  erected  as  a 
store. 

1 he  work  was  commenced  and  by  the  2 1st  February,  1935,  the 
building  was  nearly  completed.  At  that  date  the  Margate  T own  Council, 
through  their  officials,  requested  that  no  further  work  be  carried  out  in 
connection  with  this. 

Ministry  of  Health  Inquiry. 

An  Inquiry  was  held  on  the  2 7th  February  by  FT  E.  Byrne,  Esq., 
M.Inst.C.E.,  an  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  in  connection  with 
an  Order  made  by  the  Rural  District  Council,  and  submitted  to  the 
Minister  of  Health  for  Confirmation,  under  Section  2 o f the  Public  Works 
Facilities  Act,  1930,  and  dated  the  22nd  November,  1934,  authorizing 
them  to  purchase  compulsorily  the  land  referred  to  in  the  Schedule  for 
the  purposes  of  public  walks  and  pleasure  grounds  at  Birchington,

Examination  of  Samples. 

During  the  quarter  a sample  of  “ Certified  ” milk  produced 
outside  the  district  was  taken  from  the  supply  of  a retailer  in  Westgate- 
on-Oea  and  sent  to  the  County  Laboratory  for  Bacteriological  Examina- 
tion ; this  was  found  to  comply  with  the  prescribed  conditions. 

A sample  of  “ Pasteurized  ’’  milk  was  taken  from  the  supply  of  a 
retailer  in  Birchingtc-n,  and  upon  examination  at  the  County  Laboratory 
was  found  to  comply  with  the  prescribed  conditions. 

A sample  of  Ordinary  milk  was  taken,  the  report  on  which 
showed  the  milk  to  be  of  a fairly  satisfactory  standard. 

A report  was  received  on  a sample  of  milk  which  had  been  sent 
to  the  County  Laboratory  for  examination  for  tubercle,  and  this  showed 
a negative  result.  A report  was  also  received  showing  a positive  result 
on  a sample  taken  at  one  of  the  farms  by  the  County  Veterinary  Officer 
when  making  investigations  in  connection  with  a tuberculous  carcase. 

Milk  Supply  to  Schools. 

During  the  quarter  8 samples  of  School  Milk  were  examined 
bacteriologically  at  the  County  Laboratory,  4 of  these  were  found  to 
comply  with  the  pi  escribed  conditions  and  T were  unsatisfactory;  m 
connection  with  the  lattei  all  necessary  steps  were  taken  to  bring  about 
an  improvement  in  the  supply.

Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  was  provided  by  the  Council  free  of  charge 
and  supplied  to  medical  practitioners  in  accordance  with  the  Diphtheria 
nti-toxm  (Outside  London)  Order,  1910.  A supply  was  kept  at  the 
office  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  also  by  a firm  of  chemists  at  their 
premises  at  Westgate-on-Sea  and  Birchington. 


Verminous  Persons. 


1 here  were  no  facilities  available  for  the  cleansing  and  disinfection 

of  verminous  persons  other  than  for  tramps  at  the  Public  Assistance 
Institution,  Minster. 


Scarlet  Fever. 

During  the  quarter  I I cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  in  the 
Kural  District,  these  occurred  in  eight  private  families;  all  the  patients, 
with  the  exception  of  two  in  one  family  who  were  nursed  at  home,  were 
removed  to  the  Isle  of  I hanet  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  for  treatment. 

Diphtheria. 

Six  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified,  three  in  three  private  families, 
and  three  members  of  the  staff  at  Maine  Isolation  Hospital.  All  the 
patients  including  one  ‘‘carrier”  found  by  swabbing  the  contacts  in  a 

private  family,  were  removed  to  the  Isle  of  Thanet  Joint  Isolation  Hospital 
tor  treatment. 


Puerperal  Fever.

GENERAL. 

I he  Report  for  the  year  1935  is  one  which  is  described  by  the 
Minister  of  Health  as  an  “Ordinary  Report.”  It  will  be  noted  as  regards 
the  vital  statistics  of  the  United  District,  that  the  birth  rate  was  13.02 
per  1 ,000  of  the  estimated  resident  population,  as  compared 
with  14,7  for  England  and  Wales;  and  that  the  death  rate,  12.7  per 
1,000  was  lower  than  the  birth  rate.  fhe  infant  mortality  rate  was  38 
per  1 ,000  registered  births  as  compared  with  5 7 for  England  and  Wales. 

With  regard  to  the  statistics  for  the  four  Districts;  in  Herne  Bay 
the  birth  rate  was  lower  than  the  death  rate,  being  10.58  as  compared 
with  1 4.58,  and  this  was  also  the  case  in  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter  s, 
where  the  birth  rate  was  9.68  as  compared  with  a death  rate  of  12.63. 
In  the  Bridge-Blean  Rural  District  the  birth  rate  was  1 7.85  and  the 
death  rate  I 0.98. 

I he  infant  mortality  rates  for  the  four  Districts  were  satisfactory. 
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Adjusted  Death  Rate. 

As  is  well  known  the  proportion  of  persons  of  advanced  age  is 
higher  in  seaside  residential  towns  than  in  working-class  districts,  which 
tends  to  make  the  Death  Rate  higher  than  in  those  districts. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  death  rate  for  the  year  1935  has  been 
adjusted  in  order  that  the  death  rate  of  each  of  the  three  Districts  may  be 
compared  with  a standard.  An  adjusting  factor  is  supplied  by  the 
Registrar-General  which  represents  the  ratio  of  the  resulting  death  rate 
for  the  National  i 93  I Census  population  to  the  similarly  obtained  hypo- 
thetical death  rate  for  the  said  area. 

Infectious  Disease. 

1 he  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  in  the  United 
District  was  34  7 (excluding  the  Isle  of  Thanet  Rural  District  in  the  first 
quarter  of  the  year);  Herne  Bay  Urban  District  was  credited  with  51 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever;  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter’s  Urban  District  with 
36;  Bridge-Blean  Rural  District  with  2 7;  and  the  Isle  of  Thanet  Rural 
District  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  with  1 1 . 

Local  Government  Act  1 929 — Review  of  County  Districts. 

A Draft  Order  of  the  Minister  of  Health  was  issued  at  the  beginning 
of  February,  1934,  and  this  was  considered  at  a special  meeting  of  the 
joint  Committee  held  on  the  ! 5th  February,  and  approved  by  them;  and 
the  Order  was  issued  by  the  Minister  on  the  2nd  March  confirming  the 
Draft  Order,  to  come  into  force  on  the  1st  April,  1934. 

In  addition  to  the  changes  which  took  place  in  the  United  District 
on  the  1st  April,  1934,  by  which  it  was  considerably  enlarged  owing  to 
the  formation  of  the  Bridge-Blean  Rural  District,  on  the  1st  April,  1935, 
it  was  reduced  in  size  by  the  Isle  of  Thanet  Rural  District  being  abolished 
by  an  Order  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  dated  the  21st  February,  1935. 
I he  salary  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  1 lealth  was  considerably  reduced, 
although  as  he  remained  a whole-time  official  it  was  doubtful  whether 
there  would  be  much  reduction  in  the  amount  of  work  or  expenses.  He 
applied  to  the  Eastry  Rural  District  Council  for  compensation  for  the 
loss  of  his  appointment  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  Isle  of  Thanet 
Rural  District,  and  was  awarded  an  amount  which  was  calculated  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1933. 

! he  abolition  of  the  Isle  of  Thanet  Rural  District  under  the  Kent 
Re  view  Order,  1935,  was  effected  in  this  way:

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P/®eurised  Milk. 

A report  was  issued  in  May,  I 935,  by  the  Minister  of  Health  on  the 
subject  of  The  Supervision  of  Milk  Pasteurising  Plants,’  which  gives 
much  useful  information.  A large  proportion  of  milk  now  consumed  is 
pasteurised,  but  unfortunately  there  has  been  lack  of  knowledge  among 
manufacturers  and  users  of  the  requirements  governing  the  construction 
and  operation  of  pasteurising  plants. 

Ice  Cream. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Joint  Committee  in  September  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Committee  the  position 
with  regard  to  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  Ice  Cream,  and  he  pointed 
out  that  unfortunately  m dealing  with  Ice  Cream  the  powers  of  the 
Councils  are  very  limited.  First  of  all  there  is  no  legal  definition  of  Ice 
Cream,  it  may  be  made  of  anything;  secondly,  there  is  no  standard 
of  cleanliness;  and  thirdly,  those  who  produce  it  are  not  required  to 
be  registered. 

The  three  Councils  communicated  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  on 
the  subject  and  received  a reply  to  the  effect  that  the  attention  of  the 
Councils  was  directed  to  Section  72  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1925. 
f his  Section  is  not  in  force  in  the  Bridge-Blean  Rural  District,  and  it 
does  not  appear  to  give  the  power  required  to  efficiently  deal  with  the 
manufacture  and  sale  of  Ice  Cream  to  the  Urban  District  Council  of 
Herne  Bay:  nor  does  the  provision  contained  in  Section  109  of  the 
Broadstairs  and  St.  Peters  Urban  District  Council  Act,  1913,  which  is 
similar,  appear  to  give  sufficient  power. 

Food  Poisoning. 

A Circular  on  the  subject  of  Food  Poisoning  dated  June,  1935,  was 
issued  by  the  Minister  of  Health  giving  instructions  to  Medical  Officers 
of  Health  as  to  steps  they  should  take  m dealing  with  outbreaks  of 
Food  Poisoning;  this  brings  the  last  Circular  issued  in  1 934  up  to  date. 

Fumigations  With  Hydrogen  Cyanide. 

Circular  No.  149  7 was  issued  by  the  Minister  of  Flealth  in  Septem- 
ber, 1935,  dealing  with  Fumigations  with  Hydrogen  Cyanide.  It  was 
pointed  out  that  twenty-four  hours  is  normally  to  be  regarded  as  the 
minimum  period  which  must  be  allov/ed  for  ventilation  of  premises 
after  fumigation.  In  certain  circumstances  it  must  be  substantially  longer. 

1 he  ventilation  of  bedding,  etc.,  is  particularly  slow  and  difficult.  Unless 
it  is  impracticable  to  do  so  bedding  should  be  treated  separately  in  a 
steam  disinfector. 

Pneumonia. 

Circular  No.  1 499  was  issued  by  the  Minister  of  Health  in  October, 

1 93  5,  dealing  with  I neumoma,  and  w^as  accompanied  by  a IVlemorandum 
which  pointed  out  that  this  disease  was  a cause  of  National  Mortality 
and  has  long  been  a matter  of  grave  concern  to  Public  Health  Authorities. 

Swimming  Pools. 

A Circular  dated  the  1st  November  was  issued  by  the  Minister  of 
Health  to  emphasize  the  opportunity  afforded  in  the  coming  winter 
months  to  take  any  necessary  steps  for  ensuring  a proper  standard  of 
cleanliness  and  purity  of  water  in  swimming  baths  and  pools. 
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Sanitary  Officers  (Outside  London)  Regulations,  1935, 

7th  November,  1935. 

Th  ese  Regulations  have  been  made  by  the  Minister  of  Health  and 
they  bring  the  Sanitary  Officers  Order,  I 926,  up  to  date.  As  regards 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  perhaps  his  most  important  duty  is  “ to 
inform  himself  as  far  as  practicable  respecting  all  matters  affecting  or 
likely  to  affect  the  public  health  in  the  District,  and  to  be  prepared  to 
advise  the  Local  Authority  on  any  such  matter.”  As  regards  the  Sanitary 
Inspector,  the  most  important  Regulation  affecting  him  appears  to  be  ”to 
perform  under  the  general  direction  of  the  Medical  Officer  o f Health,  all 
the  duties  imposed  on  a Sanitary  Inspector  by  statute,  and  by  any 
orders,  regulations,  or  directions  from  time  to  time  made  or  given  by 
the  Minister,  and  by  any  bye-laws  or  instructions  of  the  Local  Authority 
applicable  to  his  office.” 

Housing  Act,  1935. 

1 his  Act  deals  mainly  with  the  question  of  overcrowding:  hitherto 
Local  Authorities  have  only  been  able  to  deal  with  over-crowding  as  a 
nuisance;  there  has  been  no  legal  definition,  but  now  it  is  definitely 
defined. 

The  main  purpose  of  the  Act  is  that  a survey  should  be  made  of 
each  District  and  a report  submitted  to  the  Minister  showing  the  result 
of  the  inspection  of  all  working-class  houses,  and  the  number  of  new 
houses  which  will  be  required  in  the  District  to  abate  over-crowding. 

Local  Authorities  have  power  to  take  proceedings  against 
occupiers  of  dwelling-houses  which  are  over-crowded,  and  if  it  comes 
to  the  knowledge  of  the  landlord  that  a dwelling-house  is  over-crowded, 
it  is  his  duty  to  give  notice  to  the  local  authority  within  seven  days 
under  a penalty. 

The  definition  of  dwelling-house”  means  any  premises  used  as  a 
separate  dwelling  by  members  of  the  working-classes,  or  of  a type  suit- 
able for  such  use.  A working-class  house  at  present  occupied  by  non- 
working-class people  has  to  be  surveyed,  and  a non-working-class  house 
occupied  by  working-class  people  has  also  to  be  surveyed.  The  purvey 
carried  out  by  the  Enumerators,  it  will  be  understood,  cannot  be  abso- 
lutely accurate  as  they  do  not  take  measurements  of  the  rooms. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act,  1935, 
Enumerators  were  appointed  to  carry  out  the  Over-crowding  Survey,  one 
in  the  Herne  Bay  Urban  District  who  commenced  duty  on  the  1 7th 
December,  two  in  the  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter’s  Urban  District  who 
commenced  duty  on  the  20th  January,  1936,  and  one  in  the  Bridge- 
Blean  Rural  District  who  commenced  work  on  the  1 6th  December,  1935. 

In  the  Herne  Bay  Urban  District  2,007  houses  were  visited  by  the 
Enumerator,  and  he  finished  duty  on  the  10th  March,  1936;  in  the 
Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter  s Urban  District  2,5  71  houses  were  visited  and 
the  Enumerators  ceased  employment  on  the  29th  February,  1936;  in  the 
Bridge-Blean  Rural  District  3,333  houses  were  visited,  the  Enumerator 
finishing  on  the  22nd  February,  1936. 

In  the  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter’s  Urban  District  only  four  houses 
were  found  to  be  overcrowded, 
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addition  to  the  above-mentioned  Survey  there  are  other  im- 
portant provisions  m thi£  Act;  Section  55  gives  the  owner  an  opportunity 
of  obtaining  a certificate  from  a Local  Authority  after  he  has  carried  out 
certain  works  at  the  request  of  the  Authority,  to  the  effect  that  the 
house  is  fit  for  human  habitation  and  will  with  reasonable  care  and  main- 
tenance remain  so  fit  for  a period  of  not  less  than  five  years  nor  more 
than  ten  years,  to  be  specified  in  the  certificate,  and  during  this  period  no 
action  will  be  taken  with  a view  to  the  demolition  of  the  house. 

Section  80  give$  power  to  a Local  Authority  to  include  in  a Clear- 
ance Area,  or  deal  with  as  an  unfit  house,  any  hut,  tent,  caravan,  or 
similar  structure,  which  although  once  movable  has  in  effect  become  a 
fixed  structure  used  as  a permanent  dwelling,  and  is  unfit  for  human 
habitation. 

Section  84  enables  a Closing  Order  to  be  made  on  any  part  of  a 
building  which  is  occupied  by  the  working-classes,  and  not  only  a.s  in 
the  past,  on  any  part  of  a building  which  is  let  as  a separate  habitation. 

Congresses. 

f Medical  Officer  of  Health  wishes  to  express  his  thanks  to  the 

r nnmtteeT  ^°r  a^owm£  to  attend  the  Congress  of  the  Royal  Institute 
of  Pubxic  Health  and  the  Institute  of  Hygiene  which  was  held  at  Har- 
rogate in  June,  under  the  Presidency  of  The  Earl  of  Harewood;  and  also 
for  sending  him  as  a delegate  to  the  Conference  of  Health  Education  held 
in  London  in  November. 

Dissemination  of  Knowledge. 

i i l ^.Medical  Officer  of  Health,  at  the  request  of  the  Herne  Bay 
Urban  District  Council,  gave  a lecture  entitled  “The  Health  of  the 
People,  illustrated  by  lantern  slides,  on  16th  April.

,n./'ircu*ar  No.  1508  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  dated  25th  November 
fyjj,  was  received. 

The  only  ships  which  entered  the  port  during  the  year  were  the 
passenger  steamers  belonging  to  the  New  Medway  Steam  Packet  Com- 
pany, which  called  at  the  Pier  during  the  summer  and  landed  and 
embarked  passengers  proceeding  to  and  from  Chatham,  Southend  and 
Margate.  he  steamers  referred  to  are  pleasure  boats.  The  number  of 
passengers  landed  was  30,024.  ( This  total  represents  the  number  of 

oils  paia  at  Id.  per  passenger).  Occasionally  a barge  unloads  a cargo 
of  timber  on  the  beach,  which  is  usually  done  on  one  tide. 

Shellfish. 

Mussel  beds  exist  on  the  foreshore  chiefly  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Pier 
and  at  Hampton.  Formerly  there  were  mussel  beds  at  Bishopstone  and 
Reculver,  but  these  have  now  ceased  to  exist.  There  is  no  prohibited 
area  for  collecting  shellfish,  but  about  26  years  ago  an  understanding 
between  the  fishermen  and  boatmen  and  the  Fishery  Officer  of  the  Kent 

\ llfi8ke\  ij  Cty  Committee  was  arrived  at,  whereby  it  was  agreed 
.shellfish  should  not  be  collected  for  a distance  of  one  mile  on  each  side 
ot  the  Herne  Bay  sewer  outfall. 
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
